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THE WAR REVENUE TAXES. 

During the past week the Committee 
on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives granted a hearing to 
representatives of the drug trade of 
the country who presented unanswer- 
able arguments in favor of the repeal 
of schedule B of the war revenue act. 
It became apparent that the views en- 
tertained by a majority of the Commit- 
tee were favorable to a modification of 
the law and that some of the members 
considered the time ripe for the repeal 
of the obnoxious schedule, especially in 
view of the fact that the revenue de- 
rived therefrom was no longer re- 
quired by the Government. The argu- 
ments presented in favor of the repeal 
of schedule B are given at length by 
our Washington correspondent, on 
which comment would be superfluous. 
Probably the stronger points made, or 
at least those which appeared to ap- 
peal to the members of the Ways and 
Means Committee as of most impor- 
tance, were those showing that while a 
revenue of not more than $100,000,000 
was expected from this tax, the re- 
ceipts had increased from $170,000,000 in 
1897 to $273,000,000 in 1898 and for the 
present year would aggregate fully 
$292,000,000, while the surplus this year 
is estimated to exceed $70,000,000 and 
for next year $82,000,000. Further, the 
fact that the law was hurriedly draft- 
ed and the revenue officers have ex- 
perienced much difficulty in interpret- 
ing its provisions. The rulings of the 
Internal Revenue Department have 
given meanings to the provisions of the 
act, and especially to schedule B, never 
intended by the authors of the bill nor 
by those who voted for it. These facts 
were presented so plainly that they 
could not fail to impress the Commit- 





tee and it is hoped that the members 
thereof will give due consideration and 
recommend the passage of the bill re- 
pealing schedule LB of the War Reve- 
nue Act. 

Of course, it is uncertain what action 
the Committee on Ways and Means 
will determine upon, but the result of 
the hearing cannot prove otherwise 
than favorable to the large  inter- 
ests represented, as it is more 
than probable that the War Revenue 
Act will be modified, even though the 
entire schedule B may not be repealed. 
The hearing at Washington and the 
events leading thereto, in the effort to 
secure relief from a species of class 
legislation which has not only been ob- 
noxious and unjust to a large industry, 
but has become entirely unnecessary, 
could not have been brought about ex- 
cept by concert of action on the part of 
the trades more directly affected, and 
this, in turn, only by previous organi- 
zation such as is represented by the va- 
rious National and State Associations 





whose representatives attended the 
hearing. 
CONCERNING OPIUM. 


The present condition of the opium 
market is quiet, but unsettled. There is 
little, if any, speculation apparent at 
the moment, as both bull and bear op- 
erators are undecided in their views, 
which leaves opium in a position to be 
readily influenced by any new feature 
which may appear. This condition of 
the market was particularly prominent 
during the early part of last month, 
when advices were received here which 
reported unfavorable weather condi- 
tions in the growing districts of Turkey. 
These reports were indefinite as to the 
extent of the damage, but holders of 
opium in this market immediately ad- 
vanced their quotations from $3@$3.05 
to $3.15@$3.20 for case lots. Under the 
influence of arising market, buyers ap- 
peared, and fully one hundred cases 
changed hands at $3.15@$3.20, and quo- 
tations were again advanced to a range 
of $3.25@$3.30 for case lots. This last 
advance tended to restrict buying, and 
only a jobbing business has since been 
done at the usual advance for broken 
lots. The first advices received in 
Smyrna and Constantinople from the 
growing sections stated that on Friday 
night, March 9, a hard frost set in and 
that most of the plantations were ex- 
posed, owing to the fact that very little 
snow had fallen to afford them natu- 
ral protection. Holders in those mar- 
kets immediately withdrew their stocks 
from the market for the time being. 
Later quotations were advanced and 
exporters bought quite liberally at the 
advance. It was soon ascertained how- 
ever, that the damage was compara- 
tively small and did not exceed twen- 
ty-five per cent. This news caused a 
slight reaction in values and holders 
were inclined to make concessions to 
induce business. The New York mar- 
ket also became somewhat easier early 
in the past week and some _ holders, 
while quoting $3.25 for case lots, would 
probably have accepted $3.20. Pow- 
dered opium advanced in sympathy 
with the crude and is now held firm 
at $4.10@$4.25, as to quantity and qual- 
ity. 

As we stated above, opium, in its 
present position, will be readily influ- 
enced by any new features which may 
appear from time to time. Our last 
advices from primary points are to 
the effect that the weather conditions 
are again favorable to the growing 
crop and, as the season is now well 
advanced, there is very little fear of 
further injury by frosts. Rain is now 
falling freely, but this is an uncertain 
quantity and, before the maturity of 
the crop, there may be serious drouths. 
If nothing interferes to cause further 
damage a fair average crop is ex- 
pected. However, it will be about 
three months before new goods will 
arrive freely at Smyrna and Constan- 
tinople, and stocks in these markets on 
March 81 were only 1,266 cases and 282 
cases, respectively. In American and 
European markets stocks are generally 
believed to be only moderate. Just 
before the turn of the year American 
importers were quite large buyers, but 
it is thought that consumption has 





been sufficiently large to materially re- 
duce the holdings in this country. 
The stocks in Smyrna and Constanti- 
nople are reported as being chiefly in 
the hands of holders who believe that 
American and European markets are 
not well stocked and who are there- 
fore strong in their views, notwith- 
standing the present disposition of 
buyers to keep aloof from the market. 
It is reasonable to suppose that manu- 
facturers of morphine and other opi- 
um products are not inclined to lay 
in a stock of opium at present prices, 
and that, on the other hand, they will 
buy in a hand-to-mouth manner. In 
summing up we can only state that, 
at the present time, there is nothing 
upon which to base a prediction as to 
the future course of the market, as 
much will depend on the new features 
which will appear from time to time. 

Notwithstanding the upward move- 
ment, which has occurred in opium 
since the early part of last month, 
manufacturers of morphine and code- 
ine have reduced their quotations for 
those products by twenty-five cents 
and fifteen cents an ounce, respective- 
ly. The reason for this reduction, in 
the face of a good demand and an ad- 
vancing market for opium, is attrib- 
uted by the trade in general to com- 
petition among the various manufac- 
turers. Since the declines noted in our 
last issue, there have been no further 
reductions, but the future course of 
the market is, nevertheless, uncer- 
tain,

THE POSITION OF CANARY SEED. 


For some time past canary seed has 
ruled strong although demand has 
been rather slow and the market quiet 
in consequence. The principal feature 
of the present situation is found in the 
strength of the primary markets. Our 
advices from Constantinople, Smyrna 
and Trieste state that sowings for this 
year’s crop were much delayed by un- 
favorable weather conditions and it 
was only at intervals that the peas- 
ants could manage to put in some of 
the sowings. On March 23 it was esti- 
mated that fifty per cent. of the pro- 
jected sowings had been made and as 
the first week in April is generally con- 
sidered the latest at which seed can be 
sown profitably, it is evident that the 
acreage this year will be comparative- 
ly small. Our advices from Constanti- 
nople, dated April 6, state that the 
weather has improved and sowings are 
progressing more favorably, but our 
correspondent thinks that it cannot re- 
sult in a crop of over 125,000 bags, even 
with favorable weather. On March 15 
the stocks in Turkey amounted to only 
25,000 or 30,000 bags; Trieste stocks are 
very small; London has only a moder- 
ate supply and, in fact, the entire stock 
of the whole world is comaratively 
small and another failure in _ this 
year’s crop will send prices rapidly up- 
ward. Our correspondent’s opinion is 
that the present price is as low as we 
shall see until June or July, when the 
new crop may be assured. Importers 
in this market seem to take but little 
stock in these reports and the same 
condition is reported from London. 
There is no speculation apparent and, 
unless there is, prices will advance 
more slowly, but steadily. From now 
on, the progress of the growing crop 
will undoubtedly be watched with in- 
terest. 

In connection with this subject, we 
present the following figures, compiled 
from Government reports, which show 
the imports of canary seed into the 
United States during the past twelve 
fiscal years:—

We call attention to the large falling 
off in 1898 and 1899, which is explained 
by the fact that previous to August, 
1897, canary seed was admitted to this 
country free of duty, but since that 
time it has paid a duty of thirty per 
cent.

KAURI GUM. 


For a long time varnish makers have 
been confronted with the serious prob- 
lem, “What are we going to do when 
the supply of Kauri gum is exhausted?” 
but the importers have shouted “wolf” 
so loud and so often that they have lost 
considerable interest in the future and 
seem to concern themselves merely with 
circumstances as they occur. 

Steadily advancing prices have lent 
a strong color to the representations of 
the importers, but as the receipts keep 
on increasing the varnish makers do 
not treat the situation with the seri- 
ousness it is said to deserve. There 
need be no alarm for many years yet 
as to the supply of gum, if buyers are 
not particular as to price and quality. 
One thing is certain, however; good 
gum has become decidedly scarce and 
the cost of securing even the lower 
grades is increasing rapidly. The re- 
cent rumors as to an exhausted supply 
are misleading only as far as they re- 
fer to quality, at a price that demand 
will justify. 

Trade in Kauri gum practically com- 
menced in 1847 and from that time up to 
1853 its market value continued with- 
out serious fluctuations at about £5 per 
ton. As the use of the gum became 
more general the speculative element 
began to creep in and prices rose and 
fell in accordance with market condi- 
tions. Exports from New Zealand in 
1856 amounted to only 1,440 tons, but in 
1893 shipments from the same fields ag- 
gregated 8,317 tons. For a few years 
there was a slight falling off, but in 
1897, 98 and ’99 a reaction set in and the 
output for the last year of all grades 
reached 10,742 tons, the largest quantity 
ever gathered in any one year, 

This does not look like an extinction 
of the Kauri gum trade and in face of 
the facts, the buyer is apt to belittle the 


seriousness of the situation. Yet it is 
undoubtedly true that supplies are 
growing more and more difficult to se- 
cure each year. While there is abun- 


dant evidence that more gum lies 
buried in the sands than has ever been 
dug up, yet the labor of finding it and 
bringing it into the primary market is 
growing immeasurably greater. 

Scarcely more than ten years ago dig- 
gers received fifty shillings per ton and 
were well satisfied. To-day they con- 
sider themselves poorly paid at eighty- 
five pounds. The local storekeeper, who 
gathers in the product and in turn sells 
it to the exporter, ninety 
pounds and the latter, who has to re- 
scrape and grade the gum, gets but 
£100 to £110 for the best lots. The cost 
of digging must go up as the diggers 
have to go deeper and the gum is more 
widely spread. The laborer will 
ask for £100, the storekeeper for 
and then the exporters will call 
the varnish makers for £130. 

The Austrian diggers were the first to 
supplant the old gum spear by the mod- 
ern method of digging and trenching, 
but the New Zealand Government has 
excluded this class of workers and labor 
naturally rules righer. Men dig gum 
only when they are compelled to, 
that should another gold fever or some 
similar condition occur to disturb the 
labor market a shortage would immedi- 
ately be felt. The area to be 
is growing larger, and is at present es- 
timated to be between 1,500,000 and 1,- 
800,000 acres, which since 1853 have 
yielded 211,217 tons of Kauri valued in 
the London market at £9,768,318. New 
fields, however, are not cropping up and 
gum can no longer be skimmed from the 
surface. The digger has succeeded in 
collecting the increased value of his 
labor from the storekeeper, the store- 
keeper has raised his price to the ex-

porter or trader and the latter in turn 
has slowly but surely forced the var- 
nish maker to concede higher prices. 


The last named, however, presumably 
has undertaken to carry the whole load 
himself and so long as he is satisfied to 
do so perhaps there should be no 
grounds for either complaint or warn- 
ing, but from the outlook not alone on 
the gum fields of New Zealand, but on 
the turpentine plantations of the South 
and the oil market to-day it is hard to 
conceive how any but the very strong- 
est concerns can continue to furnish 
standard grade varnishes at present 
prices.

The Supreme Court of Ohio has is- 
sued an order dissolving the Capital 
City Dairy Company, which was held 
to have forfeited its right to do busi- 
ness under its charter in Ohio by vio- 
lating the law prohibiting the coloring 
of oleomargarine in imitation of butter. 
Harry P. Junk and Charles D. Beards- 
ley were appointed trustees by the 
court to wind up the company’s affairs, 
Such drastic measures by the court 
were not anticipated by the Attorney- 
General. 

The Sugar Refining Co. is 
experiencing much trouble with the 
Board of Tax Assessors of Chicago. 
That body is inclined to tax the com- 
bination more this year than the com- 
pany paid in 1899. The Glucose Co. has 
filed a statement that the full and just 
cash valuation of its property in Chi- 
cago is $1,362,350, as compared with $1,- 
387,350, the amount on which it paid 
taxes last year. The municipal author- 
ities of Chicago have discovered that 
in the last annual report of the com- 
pany the valuation of the Chicago 
property, formerly owned by the Chi- 
cago Sugar Refining Co., is placed at 
$6,250,000. This amount, the company 
states, is the price at which the prop- 
erty was turned over to the trust when 
it was formed a few years ago. The 
statement given by the Glucose Co. to 
the Board of Assessors of Cook County 
is regarded by that body as incomplete.

The Indian Capital reports that ex- 
periments are being made with a new 
tanning agent obtained from the pods 
of the tara, or teri, shrubs ef Burma, 
Chittagong and Assam; and great su- 
periority is claimed for the new tan- 
ning substance over divi divi and the 
numerous other agents now in use. 
Experiments conducted at the Bristol 
Tanners’ Laboratory showed that 33 
per cent. of tannic acid could be ob- 
tained from the pods of the tara, and 
it was subsequently found that 50 per 
cent., and even 60 per cent., could be 
extracted. 


“The second general memorandum 
on the oilseeds crop of the season 
1899-1900,”" says Indian Gardening, 


“shows that the remarks made with 
reference to wheat may be taken to 
apply equally to the important crops of 
linseed and rapeseed. In Bengal alone 
is a yield expected of 84 per cent. of the 
average. In the Northwestern Provy- 
inces the conditions are not so good, 
and there a yield of from 75 to 80 per 
cent. is expected. In the Punjab the 
condition of the crop is very bad, and 
in Central and Western India it is 
hardly an exaggeration to say that 
there is practically no crop,” 


The official correspondence which has 
reached Ottawa, Ont., from Trinidad 
shows that the Legislature there has 
rejected the offer of Canada for recip- 
rocal trade, and adopted the convention 
with the United States by a vote of 13 
to 5 in favor of the United States. The 
reason for this is largely due to the 
nearness and unlimited market of the 
United States compared with the small 
business done with Canada. The Unit- 
ed States offers Trinidad a reduction 
of 12% per cent, on cane sugar, asphalt, 
fresh fruits and vegetables, while in 
return Trinidad places some forty-one 
articles on the free list and makes re- 
ductions on other articles. 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
National Salt Company last week a 
dividend of 1% per cent. on the com- 
mon stock and an extra dividend of 
one-half per cent, were declared, pay- 
able August 1 to stockholders of record 
on July 25. The usual quarterly divi- 
dend of 1% per cent. on the preferred 
stock was also declared, payable May 1 
to stock of record on April 25. Resolu- 
tions were adopted stating that it was 
the policy of the company to pay divi- 
dends at the rate of 6 per cent. on the 
common stock out of the earnings and 
from the surplus net earnings such ex- 
tra dividends as in the judgment of the 
directors might be deemed conserva- 
tive. 

The Supreme Court at Washington 
has decided the cases involving the 
stamp tax as it applies to express 
packages, the question involved being 
whether the shipper or the carrier shall 
pay the stamp charge on packages. 
The opinion was handed down by Jus- 
tice White, and was favorable to the 
express companies. There were two 
cases before the court involving the 
question at issue, but the opinion was 
based upon the case of the American 
Express Company versus Attorney- 
General Maynard of the State of Mich- 
igan. The case came to the Supreme 
Court from the decision of the State 
Supreme Court of Michigan, which de- 
cision was adverse to the claims of the 
express companies. 

A new sponge house commences bus- 
iness to-day under the firm name of 
Leousi, Clonney & Co. These gentle- 
men are not unknown to the trade, for 
they have been connected with the 
sponge business for several years. Mr. 
John E. Leousi has conducted the Med- 
iterranean branch of the Lebess Sponge 
Co. for a number of years, Mr. A. M. 
Clonney started in the sponge business 
some sixteen years ago with E, J. 
Arapian & Co., and afterward organ- 
ized the New York Sponge Co., but for 
the past five years has been in the 
sponge business on his own account. 
Mr. Clonney will have the active man- 
agement of the business, and will be 
assisted by Mr. E. J. H. Darrell, who 
will look after the credits, and A. C. 
Sturtevant, Jr., who will represent the 
firm on the road. The two last named 
gentlemen were formerly with the Le- 
bess Sponge Co. Messrs. Leousi, Clon- 
ney & Co, have leased the six-story 
building at 134 William street. They 
state that their sponge warehouse will 
be the largest and best equipped bleach- 
ery in the world, and we are informed 
that they have expert buyers in all 
the known markets. Their Mediter- 
ranean branch, with warehouse and 
bleachery at Hydra, Greece, will be 
under the supervision of Mr, Leousi. 


A. E. Thornton, of Atlanta, Ga., was 
on ’Change Friday last, an interested 
spectator among the Cotton Oil crowd. 


Consul Ayme, of Guadeloupe, cables 
that port charges are more than 
doubled in that island, and thai inter- 
ested parties should be advised. 


The prospectus of the British Cotton

organized in London with £2,000,000 
capital, states that the valuation of the 
plants to be taken over as going con- 
cerns is $872,155, while the price to be 
paid is $1,779,092, or, in other words, 
nearly $1,000,000 is to be allowed for 
good will, etc. In adition to the £2,- 
000,000 of stock there is also to be £750,- 
000 of 4 per cent, debentures. The Lon- 
don ‘Economist’? says that the basis 
of capitalization is surely excessive for 
this class of properties.

Unlike most 
fuel, there is little or no smoke or dirt 
from the burning oil.

OBITUARY. 


Charles HB. Gautier. 

Charles Edward Gautier, a manufac- 
turing chemist of this city, died at his 
home in this city on Saturday, April 
14. He was 38 years old. Death re- 
sulted from cirrhosis of the liver. 

Mr. Gautier had been ill for more 
than two years. Because of enfeebled 
health he visited Southern France last 
winter for several months, and again 
last January he sailed for Europe. He 
was accompanied the last time by his 
wife. He hoped after visiting Nice and 
Monte Carlo to spend a month at the 
Paris Exposition. His health again 
failed him, however, and instead of 
earrying out his plans of travel he has- 
tened home, reaching this city on April 
1. From that time his decline was 
rapid. 

His father, Dr. Josiah H. Gautier, 
founded the firm of manufacturing 
chemists of which the son became a 
member. The firm was first known as 
J. H. Gautier & Co., and did business 
in Jersey City, N. J. 

Mr. Gautier was fond of outdoor 
sports, and especially of fine horses. 
He was a member of the Calumet Club 
and the Huguenot Society, his family 
being of Huguenot descent. He leaves 
a widow and a son 9 years old. Two 
sisters and a brother also survive him.

Caution Regarding Heroin. 
New York, April 19, 1900. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 

In the Druggists’ Circular of April, 
1900, there appeared an editorial en- 
titled, “Caution Regarding Heroin,” 
which contains a number of serious er- 
rors which might prejudice some mem- 
bers of the medical and pharmaceutical 
profession against this preparation. 
We would especially point out that the 
ill results from heroin, which are made 
the text of this editorial, relate to only 
four cases,in which there seems to have 
been an idiosyncrasy. Heroin has been 
employed in hundreds of thousands of 
cases by the most prominent medical 
authorities of the world, and it has 
been observed that after-effects occur 
only in a surprisingly small percentage. 
and that they are decidedly less fre- 
quent and of milder degree than those 
from morphine or codein. The sugges- 
tion made in the above mentioned ar- 
ticle that the vomiting was due to the 
transformation of heroin into apomor- 
phine also rests upon a chemical im- 
possibility. 

We would call your attention to the 
fact, of which we have just been in- 
formed, that a drug firm is sending 
copies of this editorial to the press, 
with a request to have it published. 
While we have no desire to discuss the 
animus which inspired them in this 
matter, we would ask you, in common 
justice, to investigate the literature on 
neroin, Which we shall be only too glad 
to place at your disposal, before print- 
ing such unwarranted and erroneous 
statements. As to the ethics of jour- 
nalism involved in this matter, we do 
not think it necessary to revert, as we 
have full confidence in your own judg- 
ment, 

Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld Co. 
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Josiah Macy’s Sons Suspend. 

Much surprise was expressed in oil 
trade circles last Tuesday when the an- 
nouncement was made that John H. 
Macy and Edward S. Neal, who com- 
pose the firm of Josiah Macy's Sons, 
menufacturers of lard, oils and similar 
products at No. 191 Front and 366 South 
streets, had made an assignment to Jo- 
seph Agostini, commission merchant, 
without preference. While surprise was 
general, so also was the regret that 
such an old and reputable firm should 
find itself in difficulties to necessitate 
such a step, and feelings of sympathy, 
especially for Mr, Macy, were freely ex- 
pressed, 

The house of Josiah Macy's Sons is 
the oldest in this line in the city, and 
has always enjoyed an excellent repu- 
tation in trade circles. The business 
was founded in 1822, and since then sev- 
eral generations of the Macy family 
have been interested in it. Years ago, 
when the whale fisheries business was 
extensive, the house was largely inter- 
ested in that branch of business, and 
was known all over the world, It is 
said that at one time the house owned 
over thirty whaling vessels, ran ships 
io the Liverpool trade and a line from 
New York to Charleston, 

The business was founded by Wm. H. 
Macy, as a commission merchant, in 
i822, and in 1828 his father, Capt. Josiah 
Macy, became a partner under the style 
of Josiah Macy & Son. Josiah retired 
in 1850 and Wm. H. in 1864. The latter 
vas for many years president of the 
fSeamen’s Savings Bank and the 
Leather Manufacturers’ Bank; he died 
May 19, 1887. Various members of the 
family had been partners in the firm. 
In 1875 Francis H, Macy and Wm, H. 
Macy, 2d, succeeded to the business. 
Eesides the oil and lard business they 
were also selling agents for some of 
the principal Western starch manufac- 
turers. They built an oil factory at No. 
366 South street in 1886. W. H. Macy, 
2d. died in March, 1891, and Francis H. 
Macy, who had been a partner in the 
firm soon after the house was started, 
retired in June, 1891, and the present 
partners, John H. Macy and Edward 
S. Neal, became the successors to the 
business, keeping the old firm style of 
Josiah Macy’s Sons. John H. Macy is 
a nephew of Francis H. Macy, and Mr. 
Neal had been an employe of the firm 
for many years. They were known 


in the trade as cash buyers. It was be- 
lieved that their business for the year 
1899 showed a handsome profit. 

The firm occupy the five-story build- 
ing, No. 191 Front street, and their lard 
factory is at No. 366 South street. The 
firm, it is said, do not own either of 
these properties; they are owned by 
Francis H. Macy. At the office of the 
firm the following information as to the 
cause of the assignment was given: 
‘The suspension of the firm is caused 
by the competition of the large Western 
manufacturers, who are able to produce 
the manufactured article in which this 
firm dealt at less cost than is entailed 
on the manufacturers in this city. Also 
the losses and loss of business sus- 
tained by the South African war, which 
cut off a large and profitable portion of 
the firm’s business. We cannot as yet 
make any accurate statement as to as- 
sets and liabilities. The stock is being 
taken and books written up as rapidly 
as possible, and in a short while we can 
niake some accurate estimate.”

No Drawback on Imported Borax. 


Application has been made to the 
Treasury Department for the establish- 
ment of a rate of drawback on im- 
ported borax used in curing domestic 
meats for export. In reply, the As- 
sistant Secretary, states: “In the opin- 
ion of the department, the use of im- 
ported borax in curing meats is not a 
manufacture within the meaning of the 
drawback laws. (See T. D. 15612 of 
February 12, 1895, and T. D. 18565 of 
November 11, 1897.) That this view was 
entertained by Congress is indicated by 
the fact that special provision is found 
in paragraph 284 of the act of July 24, 
1897, for the refund of duties paid on 
salt used in curing meats for export. 
The application is therefore denied.”

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Meeting of the Drug Trade Section. 


There was a good attendance of 
members at the meeting of the Drug 
Trade section of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, which was held on 
Thursday, the 19th inst. The presence 
of Mr. E. C. Frisbie, the president of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, added much to the occasion, 
In the absence of Mr. John McKesson, 
Jr., who was out of town, Mr. Andrew 
B. Rogers was appointed temporary 
chairman. The chair appointed Mr. 
Hartford and Mr. Merserau to escort 
Mr. Frisbie to the platform. After the 
minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved, Mr. Main, chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislation, 
then presented the following report 
and resolutions:— 

“Your Committee on Legislation re- 
spectfully report that a_ hearing was 
granted by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of Congress on Tuesday, April 17, 
upon the bill introduced by the Hon. 
Henry S. Boutel, of Illinois, to repeal the 
stamp tax on medicinal preparations, per- 
fumery, ete., as levied under Schedule Bb 
of the war revenue act, 

“This section was represented at the 
hearing by the Chairman of your Legis- 
lative Committee, Mr. Harding, of the 
Humphreys Specific Company, and Dr. 
Wedmore, of Parke, Davis & Co. 

“There were present in Washington del- 
egates from the retail drug trade, repre- 
senting thirty States, twenty-four repre- 
sentatives of the various drug manufac- 
turing interests, and a representative of 
the N. W. D. A. ; 

“A very comprehensive and conserva- 
tive statement of the obnoxious character 
of the tax, from the retailer's point of 
view, in which the grievances of the 
manufacturing and wholesale drug trade 








were given due consideration, was made 
by Mr. Engelhard, of Chicago, who was 
followed by representatives from the re- 
tail drug trade of various States, confirm- 
ing his statements. Two representatives 
of the manufacturing interests also 
made clear and concise statements to the 
committe from the manufacturers’ 
standpoint. These gentlemen were fol- 
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lowed by Mr. Harding for your drug sec- 
tion, who presented the objections to 
Schedule B from the point of view as out- 
lined by the memorial to Congress from 
this section in January last, the conclud- 
ing speaker being Congressman Henry 5. 
Boutel, who showed conclusively from the 
statements of the Treasurer of the United 
States that the desired relief could and 
should be granted at this time. 

“Congressman Alexander, of Buffalo, in- 
terested himself materially on behalf of 
the members of the trade attending the 
hearing and arranged for their reception 
by the President on the afternoon of April 
17, to whom an address was made by one 
of the delegates in favor of Congressman 
Boutel's bill. ; 

“Your delegates were impressed with 
the fact that the members of the Ways 
and Means Committee learned a great 
deal more about the operations and bur- 
densome features of the stamp tax as ap- 
plied to medicines than they were be- 
fore aware of, and that unless political 
considerations are allowed to interfere, 
the desired relief to the drug trade, as 
outlined in the Boutel bill, should be ob- 
tained at the present session of Congress. 

“We believe that the importance of the 
passage of the Boutel bill should be im- 
pressed upon the Congressmen from this 
city and recommend the passage of the 
following resolution: 

* ‘Resolved, by the Drug Section of the 
New York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation, That the tax upon medicinal prep- 
arations levied under Schedule B of the 
war revenue act is, in its practical work- 
ings, essentially discriminative and unlike 
any other tax imposed for carrying on the 
Spanish war. It is not_a tax on luxuries 
but upon necessities. It is not, and ex- 
perience demonstrates that it cannot be, 
shifted to the consumer, and it falls with 
oppressive weight upon every branch of 
the drug trade. Members of the drug 
trade bear their share of all other taxes, 
but, in addition to such burden, their 
business is singled out for taxation of a 
special character.’ 

ReThe dealer in dry goods, groceries, 
leather, furniture, and a thousand other 
articles, goes free of all special Federal 
taxation, but the druggist is taxed upon 
nearly 60 per cent. of the articles he han- 
dies, and this tax is so levied as to create 
not only a maximum amount of annoy- 
ance to the manufacturer and dealer, but 
a degree of trouble to the Treasury offi- 
cials wholly out of proportion to the rev- 
enue derived therefrom. Unfair, unequal 
and discriminative, it takes from the 
members of the drug trade, and especially 
from the retail druggists, a percentage of 
their profits equivalent to an income tax 
ef most excessive proportions, 

“If the expectation of the law makers 
was that this tax should be distributed 
among the people, their purpose has 
wholly miscarried; the tax goes and can 
go no further than the retail druggist. 

“Nothing but the extreme exigency of 
the Government could justify a tax of 
this character, and in the present condi- 
tion of public treasury, its further con- 
tinuance seems to us wholly without justi- 
fication or excuse. 

“After allowing for all prospective re- 
funding operations under the new finan- 
cial act, it is practically certain that the 
next fiscal year will open with a clear 
cash balance in the public Treasury of 
not less than $100,000,000, available for any 
possible emergency, and with a _ pros- 
pective surplus revenue for the year of 
from $80,000,000 to $90,000,000, 

“Under these circumstances, to insist 
that a war tax, so signally oppressive as 
this tax is upon the drug trade, should 
not be repealed simply because some 
other taxes must remain, is to assume a 
position which does not commend itself 
either to our sense of justice or political 
wisdom. 

** ‘Resolved, That, in our judgment, ac- 
tion upon this matter should not be de- 
ferred, and the tax should be immediate- 
ly repealed.’ ”’ 

This report was 
resolutions were adopted. The secre- 
tary was directed to send a copy to 
each of the members of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House, and to 
each Senator and Congressman of the 
State of New York, 

Mr. Frisbee then addressed the meet- 
ing on “The Pleasant Side of Business 
Associations,” his remarks, however, 
covering a wide scope. Among other 
things, he said:— 

“Where do you suppose our profits 
would be. to-day, with the small margin 
we have, if the old and lax systems of 
credits were in vogue? Association and 
exchange of views have brought about a 
desire to give and receive information, 
and on this basis have. given us a nearly 
perfect system of credits. I do not wish 
to be understood as claiming that a uni- 
versal credit system has arisen covering 
the whole Union, but I do maintain that 
each section of our country has its local 
plans so well adjusted that the credit 
plan for that section fits the rules govern- 
ing general transactions of business in 
such section. Association brings the 
knowledge of the needs of the trade, and 
this knowledge, submitted in friendship 
(and I claim there is a growing friendship 
in trade), permits the section to properly 
and legally protect itself against all 
comers. 

“T presume it will not be out of order at 
this place to congratulate the wholesale 
druggists upon the outcome of the Park 
suit; and right here let me say that I have 
very great sympathy for those who claim 
that the rebate system has in a degree 
been an evil; that the violation of agree- 
ments has tended to lower the standard 


received and the 





of integrity. The evils of the rebate plan 
may easily be traced back to their cause. 
The trouble is due to the endless variety 
of contracts framed by the many proprie- 
tors; one putting in one peculiar, or, it 
may be, unbusiness-like clause in his con- 
tract, and another making still another 
queer contract, and so on and on until no 
one head is large enough or long enough 
to remember all the various details, and 
thus in time, unwittingly, violations have 
crept in. I maintain that no article which 
has not merit enough to stand alone 
should be recognized by the trade as en- 
titled to be in the class of rebate items. 
A small list of proprietary items, with 
uniform terms honestly and fearlessly 
maintained, will, I believe, correct and 
punish trade evils. With the Park suit, 
we hope, now ended, I trust we may see 
the standard raised to its old level, and 
the man who will violate his signature or 
his pledge be taught to feel the full force 
of his position. We have for a number of 
years been passing through a very uncom- 
fortable zone. Men were anxious to sell 
goods, so anxious that in many instances 
they violated agreements; but with ster- 
ling integrity, and with the courage of 
conviction, backed by their sense of right 
and justice, a few have fought our bat- 
tle. But for these fearless men (and they 
are to be found in every section), who, 
when their business was assaulted, stood 
for the right and fearlessly withstood the 
assaultsupontherebateplan,thus far car- 
rying the brunt of the battle successfully 
- say except for these the rebate plan 
would have been a thing of the past. From 
reports that are coming I hope that we 
shall soon see in force and practice meth- 
ods which will insure to us at least a 
small profit from proprietary goods. Show 
me a successful proprietary medicine 
which has not been introduced through 
the drug trade. I believe that not one has 
been introduced in any other manner. This 
being a fact, why should not the druggist 
receive tha first consideration? Not a 
single proprietor would for a moment 
think of launching his medicine through 


the department stores. He naturaily 
looks for his outlet through the drug 
trade. Why, therefore, should he not pro- 


tect those who have nurtured and cared 
for him? I believe that now the whole- 
sale druggist and the patent medicine 
proprietor are coming to a better under- 
standing of each other, and I trust the 
day is not far distant when the troubles 
and trials of the past few years in this 
line of business will be practically elimi- 
nated.”’ 


The special order for the meeting on

The Grout Oleomargarine Bill 


Washington, April 20, 1900. 

The advocates of the Grout bill levy- 
ing a tax of ten cents per pound on 
oleomargarine “colored in imitation of 
butter” have made an important de- 
monstration during the past week in 
the hope of forcing the Committee on 
Agriculture to make a favorable report 
upon the pending measure. The chief 
representatives of the dairy interests, 
including Messrs. Grout, Babcock, 
Davidson and Tawney, have had sev- 
eral conferences and have discussed the 
subject with members of the Committee 
on Agriculture who are believed to be 
favorable to the Grout bill. 

“IT believe,” said Mr. Grout to the 
Reporter correspondent, in discussing 
the situation, ‘that the committee will 
be induced to report this bill within the 
next fortnight, for we have no doubt as 
soon as the vote is permitted to be 
taken the bill will be indorsed by a safe 
majority of the committee. We have 
not as yet decided upon any radical 
measure to force the question to the 
front, but unless the committee act 
promptly we shall know what to do.” 

As a preliminary movement Mr, 
Grout introduced a resolution on Mon- 
day of this week which, though inno- 
cent enough on its face, has produced a 
sensation among the oleomargarine 
manufacturers. {it consists of but a 
few words and simply directs the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue to for- 
ward to Congress the returns made by 
the oleomargarine manufacturers on 
certain specified forms. An examina- 
tion of the internal revenue records 
shows that these forms contain the con- 
fidential information supplied to the 
internal revenue ofticial by the oleomar- 
garine manufacturers under the law 
which compels them to make a return 
not only of the materials used in the 
manufacture of their product but of the 
exact proportion in which they are em- 
ployed. Under the general internal rev- 
enue laws these records are absolutely 
confidential and a very heavy penalty 
is provided should they be revealed by 
an internal revenue official. Mr. 
Grout’s resolution has not yet been 
adopted, but should it bethe interesting 
question arises as to whether the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury would feel justified 
in making public these important busi- 
ness secrets. Commissioner Wilson, 
when seen by the Reporter correspon- 
dent, declined to anticipate theactionof 
Congress, saying that if the resolution 
should be adopted the question of com- 
plying with it would be determined by 
the Secretary himself, It is usual to in- 
clude in such resolutions the phrase, “‘if 
not incompatible with the public in- 
terests,’”’ which is intended to absolve 
the executive from the necessity of 
complying in the event that there is an 
important reason for not doing so, This 
phrase is not included in Mr. Grout’s 
resolution, but Secretary Gage may 
nevertheless decide that “the public in- 
terests” is incompatible with publishing 
the business secrets of manufacturers 
who are already saddled with a heavy 
tax on their product. 

The sub-committee having the Grout 
bill under consideration gave a hearing 
on Wednesday to representatives of the 
Omaha Live Stock Exchange, who made 
some interesting statements not only as 
to the extent to which the live stock 
industry would be injured by the pas- 
sage of the Grout bill, but also con- 
‘cerning the wholesome character and 
importance as a food product of oleo- 





margarine. 


President J. A. Hake, of the BEx- 
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change, made the principal statement, 
in which he declared that one class of 
farmers should not be permitted to use 
the taxing power of Congress to destroy 
a competing industry, the product of 
which was perfectly wholesome. Tak- 
ing up the figures of the Omaha Live 
Stock Exchange for the year 1899, Mr. 
Hake showed that the destruction of 
the oleomargarine industry would mean 
a loss of over $1,500,000 by reason of the 
decreased value of slaughtered cattle 
and hogs, He estimated that the prob- 
able loss to the beef producers of the 
‘country would be about $100,000,000, to 
Say nothing of the confiscation of at 
least $15,000,000 invested in the manu- 
facturing of oleomargarine and the loss 
of employment of about 25,000 men. 
Continuing he said:— 


“The butterine business of 1890 was 2 6-10 
ber cent. of the total amount of butter 
made in the United States. These figures 
are taken from the records of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue and the Agricultural 
Department. For the year ending June 30, 
1899, there were 83,000,000 pounds of butter- 
ine manufactured in the United States, 
and, according to the estimate of Mr. Wil- 
son, editor of the Elgin Dairy Report, El- 
gin, Ill, there were something over 3,- 
000,000,000 pounds of butter fade in the 
United States for that year. Figuring on 
this basis, the amount of butterine man- 
ufactured as compared with the amount 
of butter made is 2% per cent., showing 
that the make of butterine has decreased 
in comparison to the make of butter in 
the past ten years to the extent of 11-10 
of 1 per cent. The Government received, 
for the year ending June 30, 1899, about 
$2,000,000 from tax and license on but- 
terine, 

“From experience it has been proven 
that uncolored butterine is unsalable; 
therefore, if the proposed legislation in 
Washington should become a _ law, it 
would practically kill the butterine busi- 
ness. 

“There are in the United States about 
44,000,000 cattle, one-third of which are 
milk cows, the other two-thirds being 
meat products. In legislating for the cat- 
tle industry, it would hardly be fair to 
protect and foster the small minority of 
one-third against the large majority of 
two-thirds.” 


Taking up the arguments heretofore 
made in favor of the Grout bill, Mr. 
Hake said:— 


"We enter a most earnest and emphatic 
protest against Federal legislation of this 
character because:— 

“First—‘The consumers at the table,’ in 
whose interest the enactment is proposed, 
are in no need ef such protection. It is 
probable that many legislators favor these 
bills under the belief that butterine, etc., 
are composed of impure materials, com- 
pounded in filthy establishments and foist- 
ed upon an innocent and unsuspecting 
Public through deception and fraudulent 
methods. A brief investigation will con- 
vince them of their mistake. The most 
eminent chemists of the world pronounce 
butterine and oleomargarine substantially 
the same as natural butter, differing from 
it only in the lack of butyric acid, which 
produces rancidity in the natural article. 
England, the foremost among nations, in 
the passing of stringent laws for the pro- 
tection of her citizens against impure food 
products, indorsed butterine and oleomar- 
garine, and encourages their production 
and sale because of their wholesomeness. 
Our own Government, likewise, sanctions 
their production and use, and protects the 
consumer by having every pound made 
and sold under the strictest supervision 
of the Department of Internal Revenue. 
The materials and processes are as well 
known as those which produce flour, lard, 
sugar, or any other necessary staple of 
life. Butterine factories are noted for the 
scrupulous care and cleanliness shown in 
every detail, and are always open for the 
inspection of visitors, thus effectually dis- 
proving the malicious falsehoods uttered 
regarding secret methods, impure ingredi- 
ents, harmful chemicals, etc. They court 
the closest and most thorough investiga- 
tion, and challenge any advocate of these 
bills to prove that such laws are needed 
for, or will benefit the health of a single 
citizen of the United States. 

“Second—Since the introduction of but- 
terine and oleomargarine the prices of the 
leaf fats, from which they are chiefly 
made, have relatively increased 2% and 3 
cents per pound, thus adding millions of 
dollars annually to the value of the caitle 
and hog products of the United States. If 
this prohibition scheme is carried out 
stock raisers of the United States will 
lose each year this vast sum of money. 

“Third—It is clear from the foregoing 
facts (every one of which can be sub- 
stantiated by undoubted testimony) that 
the proposed laws are not in the interests 
of the people generally, nor of the State 
nor of the nation. They must therefore 
be intended to benefit certain selfish and

to stop its manufacture and again open 
the way for those vile butter-mixing es- 
tablishments which formerly abounded in 
every city and town; whose concoctions

The case of Badische vs. Kalle was 
argued before the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, Judges Wallace, Shipman and 
Lacombe, and the final arguments were 
heard Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of last week. The case had been 
decided in favor of the Badische by the 
lower court, and a great number of in- 
junctions had been subsequently taken 
out by the victor against many dyestuff 
importers, The interest in the final 
pleadings. was therefore great. The 
audience consisted mainly of the repre- 
sentatives of the different coal-tar color 
manufactures of Europe and their at- 
torneys. In the place of Mr. E. M. 
Dickerson, who was prevented by sick- 
ness from arguing the appeal, Mr. H. 
P, Wells, the attorney of Kalle & Co.., 
opened the case. Mr. L. Gifford repre- 
sented the Badische, The court allowed 
each attorney three hours for their ar- 
guments. The lawyers were assisted by 
a staff of experts, among whom there 
were Dr. H. Schweitzer for the appel- 
lants and B. C. Hesse for the appellee. 
The pleadings on both sides were very 
interesting and at times most brilliant. 
lt will probably take weeks before a 
decision will be rendered.

The action taken by the House was 
not without a sharp struggle, Represen- 
tative Corliss of Michigan making a 
hard fight against a dozen members 
who, it was easy to see, had been spe- 
cially primed by the Agricultural De- 
partment to oppose any attempt to cut 
down or restrict the appropriation. The 
discussion developed points of very 
general interest, especially edifying to 
manufacturers whose industries may at 
any time be invaded by the Govern- 
ment, 

The Agricultural bill, as reported 
from committee, carried an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 fur the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, every cent of which 
would be available to make and dis- 
tribute vaccine. Mr. Corliss offered an 
amendment on the floor to strike out 
the word “blackleg,’”’ and in support of 
the motion said:— 


*“T have in my district the largest man- 
ufactory of drugs in the world. Two 
years before the Agricultural Depart- 
ment commenced the development of the 
remedy known as blackleg vaccine the 
concern in my district which I have men- 
tioned had manufactured it, demonstrat- 
ed its value, and placed it upon the mar- 
ket, and for years they have been selling 
the blackleg vaccine against the free dis- 
tribution thereof by the Agricultural De- 
partment, 

“Now, I submit that the true purpose 
of the Agricultural Department is to 
develop, experiment and ascertain reme- 
dies for disease, that when they ascertain 
a result they should publish it to the 
world. They should give the citizens of 
our country the knowledge and informa- 
tion that they have obtained by their 
investigations. They should show how 
the application can be made, but they 
should not go into the business of sup- 
plying a well-known remedy like this. 
They might just as well undertake to 
usurp the right to manufacture all the 
remedies for the suppression of yellow 
fever, smallpox and other well-known 
diseases which are prevalent among the 
human family as to undertake to manu- 
facture in large quantities, as they do, 
this blackleg vaccine, and furnish free to 
the public a product that is perfectly well 
known in the market, and what is sold 
universally throughout this country. 

“T say, when the Agricultural Depart- 
ment has reached the stage that it has 
reached with reference to this article, it 
should go out of the business and permit 
private enterprise to continue it, and 
proceed to the investigation of other 
questions, which are not well determined. 
They have done this in many other in- 
stances. Why should they continue the 
manufacture of this article? We have 
in my city, as say, a manufacturing 
institution that can supply the world. 
They commenced the manufacture of this 
remedy before the Agricultural Depart- 
ment ever thought of going into the sub- 





ject, and they can furnish it to any one 
who wishes it.”’ 
“At 16 cents a dose,’’ commented Rep- 


resentative Hepburn of Iowa, sarcas- 
tically. 
“Yes,”’ retorted Mr. Corliss. “Why 


should you in your district get blackleg 
vaccine for nothing and I in my district 
be compelled to pay the taxes for the 
benefit of a few citizens in your district?” 

“The Government furnishes it at one- 


tenth of a cent a dose,’’ continued Mr. 
Hepburn. 
“Why, there are men in my city,’’ re- 


torted Mr. Corliss, “who are engaged in 
this enterprise, and must depend upon 
this for a livelihood, and why should your 
farmer be supplied with the blackleg 
vaccine which they can manufacture? I 
hope and trust that this particular article 
will be eliminated from the bill, and that 
the Agricultural Department, in this in- 
stance at least, will be confined to 
experiments, to investigation and promul- 
gation of knowledge, and not to com- 
petition with private enterprises in our 
country.” 

At this juncture Chairman Wads- 
worth of the Agricultural Committee 
made a statement in support of the bill, 
but which for the first time put into 
the Record the magnitude of the Gov- 
ernment’s operations, 


“It does not make any difference 
whether this language remains in the bill 
or not,’ said Mr. Wadsworth. “It does 
not matter whether the word ‘blackleg’ 
is stricken out. It was simply inserted 
there at the request of the cattle interests 
of the west; but even if stricken out, the 
Secretary of Agriculture would go on, 
under the general power given him by the 
bill, with the experiments with vaccine 
for the cure of blackleg. He says in his 
last annual report: 

‘According to the latest report, it is 
estimated that the annual loss of cattle 
from the disease known as blackleg, or 
symptomatic anthrax, in the_ districts 
principally affected has ranged from 5 to 
35 per cent. The Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry has been for some time distribut- 
ing a vaccine for the prevention of this 
disease, and this, it is estimated, has re- 
duced the loss to 0.54 "per cent. among the 
animals treated. As it is known that a 
large percentage of this loss was due to 
careless operators, it is believed that, 
with more care in the use of the vaccine, 
future investigations will show a still 
further reduction. Vaccine is still being 
sent out, and during the fiscal year 
345,289 doses were distributed. The in- 
dications are that the contagion gradually 
dies out where systematic inoculations 
are practiced, and it was with the hope of 
eradicating the disease from many sec- 
tions that the preparation of vaccine was 
undertaken.’ 

“The law gives him power to prevent 
the spread of pleuropneumonia and other 
diseases; so I say that the Secretary Is 
still within the power given him by Con- 
gress.”’ 

Here Mr. Slayden of Texas came to 
the support of the bill. He said:— 


“The Secretary is making an intelligent 
and effective eftort to stamp out this dis- 
ease, Which is so fatal and so destructive 
to large property interests. I represent a 
district which perhaps is as largely de- 
voted to the raising of cattle as any 
represented on this floor. The people who 
keep cattle in my district are unanimous 
in demanding that the Secretary shall be 
allowed to continue the distribution of 
blackleg vaccine. The cost to the Gov- 
ernment is trifling. The Secretary assures 
me that this blackleg vaccine can _ be 
manufactured for about one-tenth of a 
cent a dose. The vaccine manufactured 
by private manufacturers is found to be 
an inferior article. 

“According to the testimony of, not one, 
but dozens and hundreds of cattlemen 
that has been coming to me for the last 
three months, the vaccine distributed b 
the Government is almost uniformly ef- 
fective, and that which is manufactured 
by private enterprises is almost uniformly 
ineffectve. In my district, in one of the 
counties largely given to the raising of 
eattle, this blackleg has broken out to an 
alarming extent, and about two weeks 
ago the daily losses were said to be very 
heavy. At the request of the cattle 
growers of that county I induced the 
Secretary to send out a special supply of 
vaccine, and, from the information that 
has come to me by mail and telegraph, I 
am advised that the efforts that are being 
made there to stamp out the disease have 
met with the most satisfactory results. I 
hope, sir, that these cattlemen who get 
this little benefit from the Government 
will not have their right interfered with 
now.”’ 

“If you are willing,’’ said Mr. Corliss, 
“that the Agricultural Department shall 
manufacture an article of supply because 
it costs more to produce it by private en- 
terprises, why not have the Secretary go 
into the oil business, and go into competi- 
tion with the Standard Oil Company? I 
think it would be just as wise.”’ 

Delegate Flynn of Oklahoma at this 
point made a statement showing how 
industriously the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry has labored to evoke “a spon~ 
taneous expression of opinion’? on the 
part of the farmers:— 

“T have had at least a thousand letters 
within the last ninety days concerning 
this very matter,’’ said he, “and every 
one of the men having cattle state that 
they have tried the other matter fur- 
nished them by the private firms, and the 
losses are in a great measure larger after 
the use of that purchased from. these 
firms than after that which they get 
from the Government. I do not believe 
there is a man in the West, where black 
leg is prevalent, who would not sanction 
and urge the passage by this House of an 
appropriation by the Government to 
maintain the distribution of this vaccine 
matter. Of course, it is hard upon some 
individual firms. Everything the Govern- 
ment does interferes, in a measure, with 
some kind of individual industry. But here 
is the distribution of a virus to prevent 
disease that all people in the United States 
are interested in stamping out. The cattle 
business is asking and praying for the 
distribution of this virus, and asking 
Congress that this matter may be left as 
ft in.”’ 


In reply, Mr. Corliss declared with 








much warmth that the vaccine manu- 
factured by private enterprise was in 
every respect as effective as that made 
by the Government, a fact which he 
Said ‘‘the Secretary of Agriculture did 
not deny.” 

“The point I am makng,” said he, { 
conclusion, ‘is that the Sovernanent’ of 
the United States should not go into the 
business of supplying gratis manufac- 
tured products which are well known and 
which are furnished by private enterprise. 
The time will come when the gentlemen 
who speak and vote for provisions of this 
kind will regret it. The great mass of the 
people are not getting this product gratis. 
By_its free distribution the Government 
is benefiting a few, but the people will 
find out that a few men get all the fruits 
of this kind of legislation, and then they 
will wake up to the importance of private 
enterprises. I ask a vote on the amend- 
ment.”’ 

The question was taken on agreeing 
to the amendment, and it was rejected. 
This ended the fight tn the House, but 
Mr. Corliss will have the hearty sup- 
port of the Michigan Senators and oth- 
ers on the floor of the Senate. He has 
also antagonized the appropriation for 
the free distribution of seeds, offering, 
with some sarcasm, an amendment giv- 
ing “free dinner pails to workingmen.”

The Naval Stores Trade. 

Savannah, April 18, 1900. 


The declination of the Standard Oil 
Co. to renew its contracts for the pur- 
chase of naval stores in many of the 
productive districts of Florida, and 
along the Gulf in Alabama and Missis- 
sippi, has already begun to show it- 
self in increased receipts at this port, 
due to the movement among factors to 
find an open market for the product. 
While the local receipts show a light 
increase during the past week, the 
shipments coming mostly from Flor- 
ida, it is stated local factors are mak- 
ing connections with factors in districts 
formerly operated in under contract by 
the Standard, and that the probable 
outcome will be a partial diversion, at 
least, of shipments to Savannah. 

The effect of the Standard’s notice to 
factors about March 15 that at the ex- 
piration of existing contracts it would 
not renew them, was not altogether 
apparent to the trade then for the rea- 
son it was not known what policy the 
company would pursue afterward. Un- 
der its agreement it took from them all 
or a part of their output on a basis of 
Savannah prices, less the freight to 
this port, which even then left a dif- 
ference in their favor which made it 
to their advantage to dispose of the 
stuff on the spot. Many of these con- 
tracts have already expired, and others 
are running out daily. This leaves the 
company to buy when and where it 
chooses, and the producer to seek an 
open market for his stuff. It now be- 
gins to look like the effect will be to 
divert much of the output furmerly 
consumed this way, as shown by the 
receipts here from Florida, particular- 
ly Carrabelle and as far south as 
Tampa, 

It is given as the main drawback to 
ports south of Savannah, aside from 
the fact this is an open market, that 
port facilities are not so good, which 
has some effect on the rate of marine 
insurance, 

The chances are the trade south may 
feel more at an early day the effect of 
the abrupt termination of their former 
relations with the Standard, as it is 
understood contracts were and are 
running in South Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi, and particularly in 
Florida, 

What led to the dropping of the con- 
tract system was evidently overpro- 
duction. More stuff was offered than 
could be used, which is confirmed by 
the report that the company now holds 
in the West a large lot of high-priced 
stulf, and this in the face of a declin- 
ing price, and the prospect of a still 


lower price shortly. The great de- 
mand for naval stores, both for for- 
eign and domestic shipment, which 


prevails now, and has for some time 
past, holds out a strong attraction to 
operate turpentine lands, which has re- 
sulted in great strides being made into 
the virgin districts. The natural out- 
come was overproduction, at any rate, 
so far as the Standard was concerned. 
Notwithstanding last season’s high 
prices, however, the general demand 
kept pace with the supply. 

From the present outlook the season 
of 1900-1901 promises to be a revelation 
to the industry, with the production 
far ahead of all previous seasons, The 
trade here say large expanses of vir- 
gin lands are giving way to the labor- 
er’s axe, and that much of the lands 
already opened are to be operated this 
season on a more extensive scale,

Saturday Evening, April 21, 1900. 


Conditions during the past week 
have varied but little if at all from the 
situation which has existed since the 
Spring season opened. More favorable 
weather conditions appear to have had 
but little effect upon business and the 
season is opening later than 
usual. The whole line of dry colors is 
kept firm, and notwithstanding a gen- 
eral quiet but little disposition is 
shown to make concession. There 
seems, however, to be no liklihood of 
any deviation from present ruling fig- 
ures toward a higher plane of values. 
Consumers, most of whom are now 
either well supplied or who have con- 
tracted ahead, have little new business 
to offer in a large way and spot pur- 
chases are necessarily for pressing 
current needs only. Outside prices for 
building materials show no signs of 
weakening and the paint trade natur- 
ally suffers. The West suffers from 
labor troubles, but, apparently, not to 
such an extent as to greatly impair 
the volume of trade from the TFast, 
and in many staple lines good Western 
business is reported. Turpentine has 
declined from quotations of the week 
previous, and New York and Savannah 
are more closely upon the relative par 
value,

WHITE LEAD.—Until within the 
past day or so trade was rather slow, 
but with warm and settled weather it 
has picked up, especially for prompt 
delivery. The mail orders have con- 
tinued to show an increase over pre- 
vious weeks and in many instances 
buyers have duplicated their orders. 
There is, however, a paucity in the 
demand for forward delivery, as buyers 
evidently are not impressed with the 
collapse which has taken place in the 
prices generally named for iron, steel 
and other building materials, conse- 
quently they are holding back and not 
anticipating their fall wants, at least 
not for the present. There is more or 
less talk around the trade of another 
advance in linseed oil, and from pres- 
ent conditions of the seed market there 
is little doubt but what prices will be 
raised. At the meeting of the National 
Lead Company’s directors held on 
Thursday last, nothing but regular rou- 
tine business was done, and prices of 
the lead product at least for the 
present remain as previously quoted. 
Dry lead is in good request and stocks 
of either make are not over-abundant. 
Prices may be quoted at 5%c. and up- 
ward as to make and quantity. For- 
eign makes of lead in oil are meeting 
with the usual consuming demand, at 
93,@95c. for the old-established brands 
and for those not so well known at 
7%@8e. as to make and quantity. The 
various domestic corroders continue 
their provious price list as follows: 
“We quote, subject to change without 
notice, above brands of white lead, dry 
or in oil, red lead and litharge in kegs, 
in lots of less than 500 pounds, 7c. net; 
in lots of 500 pounds and over 614c.; dry 
white lead, in barrels, 4%c. per pound 
less than price in kegs; red lead in 
litharge, in barrels and half barrels, 
same as price in kegs; white lead, in 
12%-pound tin pails (packed in 100- 
pound cases), lc. per pound over price 
in kegs; white lead in 25-pound tin 
pails (packed in 100-pound or 200-pound 
cases), %c. per pound over price in 
kegs; white lead, assorted in 1, 2, 3 and 
5 pound cans (packed in 100-pound 
cases), 14%4c. per pound over price in 
kegs. Terms: On lots of 500 pounds 
and over, 60 days, and 2 per cent. dis- 
count for cash if paid in 15 days from

RED LEAD.—There is no falling off 
in the mail orders for small lots for 
prompt delivery, but for round lots for 
fall delivery there is a dearth of these 
orders for either foreign or domestic 
makes. Buyers evidently are holding 
back until the clouds which are hang- 
ing over the building trades at the mo- 
ment have cleared up. German is quiet, 
as buyers generally have sufficient 
stocks on hand, purchased at low 
prices are not anticipating the future, 
especially at the advanced figures 
named, There have been a few sales of 
ordinary at 8%c. and at 9%c. and up- 
ward for extra grades, as to quantity 
and seller. English is still in light sup- 
ply, and what business is being done is 
generally from lots on way at 9%c. and 
upward, as to grade, quantity and 
seller. 

LITHARGBD.—The demand from the 
rubber trade is about over for the sea- 
son, as a large portion of the fac- 
tories are now closed. The glass indus- 
try, especially in the West, is fairly ac- 
tive, and corroders are all busy filling 
contract deliveries. There has been 
rather more inquiry for next fire, and a 
fair business has been done at 6%c., 
less the usual discount terms, as to 
quantity and delivery point. English 
glassmakers’ grades are rather quiet, as 
the high prices named preclude busi- 
ness at the moment. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There is more 
demand for French, as it is intimated 
that prices may be raised again. Agents 
are selling in a limited way on the spot 
and from near-by arrivals at 11\4c. 
German in first hands is in light stock, 
but second hands who have stocks are 
selling at 9%@10%c., as to grade, quan- 
tity and seller. English is held steady 
at 9%c. and upward, as to grade and 
seller, for a limited quantity, either on 
the spot or for early arrival. Domestic 
is fairly active, but light stocks avail- 
able for prompt delivery restrict busi- 
ness somewhat. Prices are held firm at 
8%c. and upward, as to quantity, less 
the usual discount terms. 


PIG LEAD.—At the close there was 
rather more inquiry for spot and April 
at 4.67%@4.72%c., as to quality. St. 
Louis was also steadier, with 4.55c. bid 
for any brand. The exchange, in their 
review, say: ‘‘The local market appears 
to be in the hands of a few men, and 
it continues to rule steady, but lifeless. 
At the beginning of the week sales in 
a small way were made of soft Mis- 
souri at 4.55c., and at the end choice 
soft Missouri brought 4.60c. Chemical 
hard had 4.5714c. bid all the week, and 
was quoted 4.60c, nominal at the close, 
while desilverized was held at 4.65c., at 
which it was said some sales had been 
made privately the past couple of days. 
Receipts past week, 28,325 pigs, against 
33,460 the week previous. Receipts since 
Jan. 1, 415,410 pigs, against 523,514 the 
same time last year. Shipments past 
week, 15,931 pigs, against 23,307 the 
week previous. Shipments since Jan. 1, 
308,679 pigs, against 365,846 the same 
time last year.” 

ZINCS.—There has been during the 
week an improved demand all around, 
and contract deliveries have been 
rushed forward, both for consumption 
in this section and at Western points. 
The export demand has also waked up, 
thus farther imparting more activity to 
trade than has been the case for sev- 
eral weeks past. Prices remain firm, as 
quoted by the New Jersey Company at 
4% @5\4c., according to grade and quan- 
tity. Florence is active, but light 
stocks restrict business to some extent. 
We quote red at 74@7%c. and green 
seal at 7% @8\%c., as to quantity, less 
the usual discount terms,

REDS. 

CARMINE.—The situation has _ be- 
come one of a small but steady de- 
mand at current prices, and market 
conditions are entirely without change. 
Prices are firm, demand light and buy- 
ers ask for no important concessions. 

INDIAN RED.—Staple reds have 
shown some signs of improvement for 
Western account, but the local market 
continues comparatively light as yet 
notwitstanding that weather condi- 
tions have been more favorable. It is 
expected, however, that next month 
will bring about an improvement. 
Stocks, both of domestic and imported, 
are not heavy and manufacturers show 
little disposition to shade prices.

VENETIAN.—While the gross volume 
of business is nothing to boast of for 
th? season, yet some fairly good-sized 
lots were booked last week on Western 
account, and indications so far point to 
further demand in the near future. 
Prices are rather too low to be satis- 
factory, and there is little chance for 
any shading from present values. The 
market has been held firmer, too, 
by the smaller importations, though 
neither domestic nor foreign has varied 
in price. English prime is quoted $1.80 
to $2.10, second quality $1.20 to $1.30 and 
American at from 80c, to $1.10. 

VERMILION. Demand for all 
grades of vermilion has been quiet 
from the same cause which applies to 
nearly all the dry color line, Consum- 
ers are either well supplied or have 
contracted well ahead, and the move- 
ment of vermilion is mostly confined 
to deliveries upon contract, which, too, 
are more or less delayed pending the 
opening of navigation and summer 
freight rates. Comparatively little 
English vermilion is going into con- 
sumers’ hands, but the price still holds 
firm at from 80 to 95c., according to 
grade and quantity. Domestic vermil- 
ion remains about in the same condi- 
tion and there is but little prospect of 
a change one way or the other. ee eS 
range from 10c. to 25c., acceel » 
quality and quantity. Quicksilver ver- 
milion remains steady at quotations, 
which we repeat, of 72c. bulk and 73c. 
in bags. Chinese continues firm, but 
in quiet demand, at about 88c. 

BLACKS. 

CARBON.—The | situation is _ still 
gratifying, Manufacturers continue to 
report the same active demand which 
has kept spot stocks down to a limited 
quantity and given the market a more 
than usually firm tone. In the major- 
ity of cases higher prices are asked 
and paid, though the wide range cover- 
ing the line makes it impossible to 
name any particular figure. Export 
demand also continues brisk at firmer 
prices. 

DROP BLACK.—A fairly steady de- 
mand and prices well maintained 
seems to cover the situation, which 
has not varied in any important par- 
ticular for some weeks. Prices are re- 
peated at 2i%c, to 4c. for domestic drop. 
English black keeps in the same steady 
demand, but the firmer tone of the 
market serves rather to operate 
against it to some extent. Prices are 
very firm but unchanged, at 7c. to lle., 
according to grade. 

IVORY.—The best grades continue 
in a fairly steady way at from lic, to 
2ic. Cheaper grades are of such minor 
importance as to be scarcely a feature 
in the market at present. 

LAMPBLACK. — Manufacturers | re- 
peat their reports of activity, and 
many claim they are still unable to 
keep up with orders. Locally trade 
continues from quiet to steady, but 
lLusiness comes in freely from the West 
and shipments abroad are, if anything, 
more than usually heavy, The cost of 
manufacture has not been reduced, 
and at the present rate of raw mate- 





rial the market for the finished product 
is more than usually firm, but so far 
prices are unaltered and manufactur- 
ers disclaim any intention of advanc- 
ing them from their present level. 
Low grades run from 38 to 6bc., me- 
diums from 7 to 9c. and fine spirit 
blacks at 20 to 35c. 
BLUES. 

CELESTIAL.—There has been only 
a most moderate inquiry for celestial 
and other cheap grades of blue during 
the past week and values remain as be- 
fore at current prices. 

CHINESE.—As previously reported, 
stocks have been pretty well cleared up 
and demand continues fairly active. 
These features serve to keep the mar- 
ket in a healthy condition and prices 
are well maintained, though there has 
been so far no tendency to advance be- 


wait developments than to take pres- 
ent chances. inthe view of the strong

Orders for future shipment 
too have come in quite liberally in 
some quarters for delivery beginning 
at the opening of navigation. Prices 
are without change.

In many instances factor- 
ies are pushed to meet requirements, 
which are mostly from industries out- 
side of the paint trade. At present 
prices naturally continue firm, but 
without change. 

BROWNS. 

A steady though rather light demand 
was made for umbers, siennas and 
other browns last week, but on the 
whole, trade was hardly up to expecta- 
tions. The general conditions which so 
far have operated against colors have 
been felt to a considerable extent, | 
though manufacturers have held their 
own well, all things considered. The 
same stringency is noticeable in English 
imported goods, but as inquiry on the 
other hand has been none too heavy, 
the situation is better adapted to pre- 
vailing conditions. Values are practi- 
cally higher, but there is little doubt 
that goods can be ought at old pre- 
vailing figures, Turkey umbers are 
quoted 24%@3%c. for burnt powdered, 
34%@4c. for burnt lumps, 24@3'éc. for 
raw powdered and 24@3c. for raw 
lumps. American umbers range from 
114 to 2c. Siennas are quoted in like | 
proportion, according to quality. 

GREENS. 

CHROME.—Only a limited number o

Mixed Paints, 


Grinders express general disappoint- 
ment that Spring business is opening 
up so slowly. Conditions so far have 
not been favorable, but already some 
slight improvement is shown and 
canned paints were in slightly better 
demand last week. Inquiries, too, 
would seem to indicate that next 
month will show up to much better 
advantage and grinders speak hope- 
fully of the outlook. A disposition on 
the part of smaller concerns to cut upon 
prices has had a tendency to rather 
weaken the market, but on the whole 
standard brands have held firm at 
their scheduled prices.

CEYLON.—The market is very dull, 
only a small retail business is being 
done to cover current wants of buyers 
from vessel in port at 55c., about 50 
tons will cover it. Shipments are quot- 
ed at 5%@5%c., but buyers are reluc- 
stant to go forward at this, still, should 
the strong position with which tallow 
is held be maintained, prices for oil may 
be advanced in the near future, 

COCHIN.—This article is about as 
dull as it can be. Evidently buyers 
have sufficient stocks on hand or they 
are waiting for the market to settle 
down on a firmer basis. Small sales 
are being made from dock at 5%@6c., as 
to seller and quantity. Shipments are 
quoted at 5%c. 

CORN.—Early in the week prices 
gave way and sales of several car lots 
were made at 4.75c. for prompt and 
May shipment. Later the market be- 
came rather steadier and 4.80c. was 
named for car lots, and 4%@5c. for job- 
bing store parcels, 

PALM.—Prices have again eased off 
and for arrival prime red oil is quoted 
at 6c. and Lagos at 6%c., but the avail- 
able stock is limited. 

OLIVE.—During the week trade has 
been about as dull as it could be. Buy- 
ers appear indifferent to any offers that 
may be made on the part of sellers, only 
small retain sales are being made of 
choice grades of green at 65c., and of 
yellow at 58@60c., according to quality 
and seller. Shipments are quoted at 
57@58ce. Olive foots of a choice quality 
on the spot are held firm at 6%c., with 
only a limited quantity available. Ship- 
ments of brown grades are quoted at 
6@6%%éc. for April to August, but buyers 
fail to respond. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD.—There is still no change in the 
situation, not much being offered by 
first hands and the jobbing trade is 
light. We quote domestic at 33@85c., 
and Newfoundland at 36@38c. 

DEGRAS.—Business is somewhat re- 
stricted by the firm position of holders, 
who claim that the situation warrants 
still higher prices, advices from the pri- 
mary markets continuing to come 
strong, with limited offerings. We quote 
German at 2%@3%c., and English at 
344@3%4e. 

LARD.—The further advance in the 





price of the raw material which has 
taken place during the past week has 
compelled pressers and dealers to ad- 
vance the quotations on oil. The situa- 
tion is variously regarded, some con- 
tending that conditions do not warrant 
the high prices which have prevailed 
for lard, believing them to be due en- 
tirely to speculative operations and that 
a slump may occur at any time, while 
others believe the higher prices have 
come to stay. Whatever views ex- 
pressed or entertained, buyers of oil 
operate with caution, taking only suf- 
ficient for current needs, while the con- 
sumption is also affected, other oils tak- 
ing the place of lard oil. We quote 
prime at 61@63c., as to make and quan- 
tity. The lower grades are unchanged, 
but very firm, with the demand irreg- 
ular. 

MENHADEN.—Although fishing is 
reported to have commenced at various 
points South, we have been unable to 
learn any particulars as to the success 
attending operations or the condition 
of the fish. It is reported that some oil 
has been made at the Gulf of Mexico 
works, but none has yet been received 
here, and little is expected from any 
source before the first of May. Some 
curiosity is expressed in the trade as to 
what the ideas are of the fishermen as 
to the opening price, but they claim 
that the condition of trade will not ad- 
mit of their paying above 26c. For 
pressed oils the demand is light and 
prices show no change. 

NEATSFOOT.—The higher prices on 
other oils, especially lard oil, has di- 
rected more attention to this, but the 
demand is not active, Prices are firmer 
and white is now held at 60@62c., as to 
quantity. 

RED.—A fair demand is reported for 
saponified, which is now quoted at 
4%@b5c., as to quantity, several car load 
lots being reported sold at the inside 
figure. For elaine there is a good de- 
mand with prices steady at 37@39c., as 
to holder and quantity. 

SPERM AND WHALE.—The situa- 
tion at New Bedford remains un- 
changed and prices are entirely nomi- 
nal in the absence of sales. For 
bleached there is more inquiry and 
prices are firm at previous quotations. 


Mineral Oils. 


BLACK.—The local market was gen- 
erally reported quiet, though inquiries 





from the West lead to a fair volume of ' ume of business up and the market 


business and exports were quite up to 
average heavy shipments. Prices re- 
main firm but unchanged from current 
figures. 

CYLINDER STOCKS.—The same ac- 
tive conditions prevail and the market 
closed firmer towards the close of the 
week.

Extra 
cold test in small lots was quoted up to 
28. 

NEUTRAL.—Business was of an or- 
dinary kind during the past week with 
no feature of importance to note. Prices 
remain unchanged. 

PARAFFINE.—Locally the situation 
was reported quiet, but shipments West 





closed active and firm at current quo- 
tations. 

SPINDLE.—Some slight improvement 
developed during the week and buyers 
showed somewhat greater inclination 
to come into the market though sales 
on the whole were mostly of an ordin- 
ary amount, and generally for prompt 
consumption. Values did not change.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Last 
week opened under somewhat demoral- 
ized conditions. There was practically 
no stock to offer from yard New York. 
Savannah was unsteady and dropping, 
and buyers could not well afford to 
speculate on chances so vague. Bus- 
iness was confined to small lots to 
cover immediate needs at 56c., 65%c. 
and 55c. for the little spot and near- 
by arrivals that could be picked up. 
Early arrivals sold down to 52c., and 
quotations for delivery during the suc- 
ceeding weeks ruled at 49%c. After the 
first day’s trading, the market took a 
steadier turn, and some spot business 
went through at 55c. Quotations at 
one time during the week were made 
at 50c, to 49%%4c., but most large con- 
sumers who were forced to buy had 
contracted previously at 49%4c. But lit- 
tle was done during the balance of the 
week, the market remaining quiet, with 
buyers waiting. Spot prices dropped 
at the close to 51@5l%c., as arrivals 
came in, though Savannah was report- 
ed firmer at 47%c. Following the local 
decline, inquiries were freer, but not 
sufficient to steady the market. No ar- 
rivals were offered on Saturday, but 
nominal quotations were upon a basis 
of 5ic, 

ROSIN.—Except for export, the mar- 
ket ruled quiet during the whole of the 
week. Reported large sales of low 
grades were discredited, and prices up 
to G, declined a full 5c. Medium also 
fell off, I being offered at $2.05 and K 
at $2.30. Pales were scarcely a feature, 
and comparatively heavy stocks, 
coupled with a disinclination of buyers, 
forced a further decline from quota- 
tions of the previous week. W. W, was 
offered at $3.20, and other grades pro- 
portionately lower. The only active 
feature was in the low grades for ex- 
port, some heavy shipments being re- 
ported at current rates. For full quo- 
tations see current list. 

TAR AND PITCH.—Tar has become 
scarce, and at the close of last week 
the local market was in the hands of 
one concern. Demand continued good, 
and prices naturally became firmer and 
higher, oil barrels being quoted up to 
$4.50 for single lots. The general job- 
bing average ruling from $4.10 to $4.20. 
Pitch moves rather slowly, and, apart 
from gales of ordinary volume at the 
old current price of $1.85, the market 
was without feature.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, April 21, 1900. 


While the reports from the various 
producing fields indicate no important 
changes in the field situation, there 
nevertheless has apparently been an 
increase in production, but to what ex- 
tent is, of course, not known. So far 
as the regular scout reports go about 
the usual number of new wells have 
been brought in, but these present no 
features of especial interest, there be- 
ing only a few which may be denom- 
inated as large wells, and it is question- 
able if the average production of the 
new wells shows material increase, ex- 
cept it be through a decrease in the 
percentage of dry holes, the number re- 
ported in the Pennsylvania fields hav- 
ing been smaller. The reduction in the 
price of the product has tended to 
check wildcat operations, although 
prices are still relatively high, but, on 
the other hand, the cost of drilling 
wells has increased, and as prices may 
be expected to go lower, operators are 
disposed to exercise more caution. As 
the weather and roads become more 
favorable to the prosecution of field 
work, there may be an increase in new 
wells and possibly in production, as 
new wells must be drilled, owing to 
lease requirements; but as prices de- 
cline, the driller is less disposed to risk 
wildcat operations. Very little has been 
done on the exchanges, the bids for 
certificates now rarely exceeding the 
prices paid for credit balances. 





Refined and Products, 

While there has been some inquiry 
for refined in barrels for export, very 
few engagements are reported, the de- 
cline in price having thus far failed to 
stimulate the demand. There is noth- 
ing in the condition of the foreign mar- 
kets to cause a change in the move- 
ment, and variations continue to be 
due to the position of the tank fleet. 
The engagements during the past week 
aggregated 150,000 barrels, nearly all 
for bulk shipment. The price of bar- 
reled oil was reduced on Tuesday to 
9.50c., and on Thursday to 9.25c. for 
New York loading, and 9.20c. for Phila- 
delphia loading. The principal for- 
eign markets are lower. Quotations 
to-day by cable were: Antwerp, 2If.; 
Bremen, 7.55m.; London, 75%d and 
Liverpool, 7%@7%d. Freight rates were 
firm at 2s. 3d.@2s.6d., thence to Lon- 
don, and 2s. 3d.@3s. 6d. to Continental 
ports, as to port and vessel. Home 
trade lots have been in good request, 
and are firm on the basis of 9c. for 150- 
deg. water white from tanks, and 12c. 
in barrels. 

Cases for export have been in good 
request, and sales of over 300,000 are 
reported. The price of plain tops has 
been reduced to 10.45c. Freight rates 
are firm. The nominal rates for large 
vessels are: For Amoy, 23@24c.; Cal- 
cutta, 17%@18c.; Colombo, 22@23c.; 
Java, 21@23c.; Padang, 22@23c.; Hong 
Kong, 24@25c.; Saigon, 18@19c.; ‘Shang- 
hai, 27@27%c.; Singapore, 18@19c., and 
Yokohama, 23@24c. 

Crude for export has been in light 
request, and sales of about 10,000 bar- 
rels are reported. Washington crude is 
quoted at 9.25c. in barrels. Cases for 
export have not been in request, and 
no sales are reported. 

Prime city naphtha has been steady 
at 10.65c. For export only a few small 
sales are reported.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES, ! 
General trade conditions continue sat- 
isfactory and compare favorably with 
those prevailing at the corresponding 
time last year, while in many lines de- 
cided improvement is claimed. The 
transportation lines still report heavy 
cfferings of freight which tax their fa- 
cilities to the utmost, and this may be 
taken as one of the best indications of 
the activity of trade. In the lines of 
trade represented by the Reporter there 
has been no marked improvement, the 
development of the usual Spring activ- 
ity having been retarded by the back- 
ward season and the prevalence of 
storms, The movement of chemicals has 
been good, but the activity noted some 
time ago in contracts for forward de- 
livery has subsided and now a season- 
able business only is reported. In drugs 
and dyestuffs there has been about an 
average trade doing for this season of 
the year, while the movement ofoils has 
been somewhat irregular, some, as the 
mineral lubricants and illuminating oils, 
have been in active request while the 
vegetable and animal oils have had only 
a moderate sale. Paints have been 
somewhat backward for the season, ow- 
ing to unfavorable weather conditions, 
but trade is about equal to that during 
the corresponding period last year. The 
industrial situation, while satisfactory, 
presents some features at variance with 
previous reports which are not easily 
accounted for. According to allaccounts, 
and especially the claims made by man- 
agers of the great steel and iron plants, 
these were in the most prosperous con- 
dition, being compelled to work to their 
full capacity, while they had their pro- 
ductions under contract for the balance 
of the year, and it was further claimed 
that new contracts could not be accept- 
ed owing to the above claimed condi- 
tions. Now, however, has come the as- 
tonishing report of a number of 
plants closing down, the explana- 
tion being that it was due to overpro- 
duction and a consequent accumulation 
of manufactured products. The previ- 
ous statements and the last cannot be 
reconciled, and the only conclusion to 
be arrived at is the same as to the boy 
who told the remarkable yarn. But the 
question is as to which of the stories 
told this applies. The labor situation 
has not improved, although conditions 
in the building trades at the West is 
less troublesome than a week ago. The 
strike of the laborers on the Croton wa- 
ter works has been a source of anxiety, 
and the militia hag been called out to 
subdue the riotous spirit. In the min- 
ing regions, some of the strikes have 
been settled, but in this city the indica- 
tions are not favorable and there are 
more artisans out on strike than for a 
long time past, with the prospect of a 
protracted struggle. The great agri- 
cultural staples have shown a weaken- 
ing tendency, and nearly all show a de- 
cline as compared with last week. 
Wheat sold on Monday at 74%c., receded 
to 73%c. on Tuesday and has receded 
since to 72%c., closing on Friday at 
72%c. for May delivery. Corn took a 
similar course, selling on Monday at 
45%c., and gradually receded to 435%c. 
on Friday, but closed at 44c. Oats sold 
at 28%c. on Monday, receded to 28c, on 
Wednesday, and have since held stead- 
ily at 28%c. Cotton has been inclined to 
sag, the highest being 9.60c. on Monday 
and the lowest 9.39c. on Wednesday, and 
the close to-day was at 9.43c, for May 
delivery.

even considerations of wrongful discrimi- 
nation and personal injustice, are now 
deemed wholly indefensible, in view of 


the cessation of active war expenditures 
and the growing Treasury surplus. 

“That we may have clearly before our 
minds the purport and effect of the reve- 
nue clause under consideration, I beg to 
quote its essence as follows:— 


“The stamp taxes provided for in Sched- 


ule ‘B’ (embracing medicinal preparations, 
perfumery and cosmetics, chewing gums, 
sparkling or other wines) shall apply to 
all articles, compounded by any formula, 
published or unpublished, which are put 
up in ‘style or manner similar to that of 
patent trade mark, or proprietary medi- 
cine in general, or which are advertised on 


the package or otherwise as remedies or 
specifics for any ailment, or as having 
any special claim to merit or to any pe- 


advantage in mode of prepari ition, 
quality, use or effect. A spec ial proviso 
exempts from tax any ‘uncompounded 
medicinal drug or chemical’ and any med- 
ic ine compounded for a person by a drug- 

gist on the written prescription of a prac- 
iicing physician or surgeon,

“The clause quoted marks an essential 
difference between the present act and 
that of 1862 on this subject. Its language 
is made to embrace not only the proprie- 
tary articles specifically enumerated in 
Schedule ‘B,’ but all medicinal articles of 
whatever nature ‘put up in style or man- 
ner of a_ proprietary medicine.’ This

“The tax, therefore, is vastly broader 
in scope than that under the former reve- 
nue law on this subject which was lim-

It is 
consequently not a patent medicine tax, 
but a tax without discrimination upon all 
prepared remedies just as would be a spe- 
cial tax upon the entire package stock of 
the grocer or of the dry goods or hard- 
ware merchant. 

“It is said that the intent of the act was 


primarily to tax patented medicines when, 
a matter of fact, there are practically 
no American patented medicines in the 
market, the only remedies of the patented 
class sold in this country being the vast 
and increasing host of foreign synthetics, 


as 





which, by a strange anomaly, are spe- 


cifically exempt from taxation as_ being 
uncompounded chemicals. Schedule ‘B’, 
therefore, violently reverses the principle 
of protection to domestic industry and 
trade by chaining American manufactur- 
ers and merchants to a ruinous system of 
taxation while graciously according full 
freedom to the manufacturers of a na- 
tion perhaps least entitled to the distinc- 
tion on the principle of reciprocity.”’ 

At this point Representative Grosve- 
nor interrupted Mr. Englehardt to ask 
if it was not true that the uncompound- 
ed chemicals referred to paid duty upon 
entry into the United States, and, 
therefore, that the principal of pro- 
tection was not violated as the speaker 
had alleged. Mr. Englehardt replied 
that it was true that the preparations 
referred to paid duty, but all other im- 
ported proprietary or patented prepara- 
tions not only paid duty but internal 
revenue tax beside. The point he de- 
sired to make, he said, was that by a 
special proviso, the war revenue act 
exempted a large class of patented 
medicines, all of which unfortunately 
were of foreign, rather than domestic, 
origin, the result being that the Ameri- 
can manufacturers received no benefit, 
while the foreigner secured an impor- 
tant advantage. 

Mr. Grosvenor further inquired as to 
w whether the drug manufacturers or the 

tail dealers paid the internal revenue 
bey to which Mr. Englehardt replied 
that he would cover that point fully, 
but that, generally speaking, the 
manufacturers paid about 20 per cent., 
while the retail dealers paid the re- 
maining 80 per cent. Continuing, he 
said: 

“It is no doubt assumed that the Sched- 
ule ‘B’ taxes would chiefly fall either upon 
wealthy manufacturers of medicines in 
the enjoyment of proprietary rights, as- 
suring permanent protection in large 
profits or that the taxes would be passed 
along to jobber and retailer and finally fall 
upon the mass of the people. Special tax- 
ation of an honorable class of manufac- 
turers or of a most worthy class of busi- 
ness men engaged in a calling combining 
business and professional responsibilities 
of the gravest moment to the public, was 
evidently not contemplated. The purpose 
of the act has clearly miscarried. 

“The tax falls with crushing force upon 
scores of manufacturers who, seeing that 
the tax could not, under existing trade 
conditions, be passed to the consumer, but 
that it would, if added to their prices, 
fall with cumulative effect upon the re- 
tail druggist, generously assumed the en- 
tire burden themselves by paying the tax 
and making no compensating advance in 
their prices.

sales. This is a fixed, remorseless tax to 
be paid, regardless of business profits or 
losses. It is infinitely worse in principle 
than an income tax, because its exactions 
must be met, even though there be no 
income, but, on the contrary, positive 
loss, 

“Assuming, however, that a business is 
paying what would be esteemed a most 
prosperous net profit—15 per cent.—it will 
be seen that this tax of 4 per cent. is 
equivalent to over 25 per cent. of the net 
earnings! 

“Propose such a_ tax in plain, open 
terms upon any industry, and how uni- 
versal would be popular condemnation of 
its iniquity! It is, however, none the less 
open to condemnation that the true na- 
ture of the tax is concealed in indirect 
verbiage which, under existing trade con- 
ditions, is given the most direct force and 
effect. 

“‘We have thus far referred to those 
manufacturers who have elected to pay 
the tax themselves, representing perhaps 
20 per cent. of the total number in the 
country computed by the volume of their 
sales. The remaining 80 per cent. have, 
like the telegraph and express companies, 
simply added the tax to their former 
prices, with an additional advance in 
many cases to cover the expense of affix- 
ing the stamps. The jobber has passed 
it to the retailer, who can pass it no fur- 
ther, and to whom it has become a bur- 
den so heavy and intolerable that his pe- 
titions for relief must be heard. 

“Of the total revenue derived from 
Schedule ‘B’, $5,200,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 last, probably not less 
than $3,200,000 was paid by the 38,000 retail 
druggists in the country—an average of 
about $85 per capita. Why does not the 
druggist transfer all or at least a part of 
this huge burden to the people? He can- 
not. Proprietary articles usually have 
their retail prices on their labels, and to 
collect an extra one and one-fourth or 
two and one-half cents from the pur- 
chaser is manifestly impracticable. Drug- 
gists are, moreover, obliged, as before 
stated, to stamp every package of pre- 
pared medicines manufactured or com- 
pounded by themselves. Why this special 
discriminating tax on medicines? Why 
tax medicine, proprietary or otherwise, 
and not foods and clothing and jewelry? 

“We ask you, gentlemen of the commit- 
tee, if this is not class legislation so pai- 
pable and so destructive of individual 
equality before the law as to find an ex- 
cuse only in the haste with which the war 
measure was necessarily enacted—an ex- 
cuse which at this time lends additional 
emphasis to the justice of immediate re- 
peal as a measure of simple equity to 
manufacturers of proprietary medicine, or 
surgical dressing, and other articles, and 
to the retail druggists of the country, who 
now as resolutely petition for relief as 
they formerly submitted with patriotic 
patience to the injustice inflicted upon 
them and their business. How grievous is 
the burden, a brief, though necessarily 
approximate calculation, will indicate. 
The sales of the average druggist in the 
average country town aggregate about 
$15 per day or $5,000 a year. About 60 per 
cent. of this total consists of taxable ar- 
ticles, or $3,000; 20 per cent. of this is borne 
by the manufacturers, who failed to add 
the tax to their prices, leaving $2,400 on 
which the druggist pays the tax. By rea- 
son of prevailing cut rates, averaging 20 
per cent., the taxable value of this $2,400 
would be represented by $3,000, on which 
the tax at 2% per cent. would be neariy 
$75. His net profit on a business of $5,000 
would probably not exceed $1,000, out of 
which he would pay $75, or 7% per cent. of 
his net income. And this, despite the fact 
that he is paying his full pro rata of ail 
the other special taxes—on his alcohol so 
—— used in his business, on everything 
for which other citizens are taxed. Why 
this special and indefensible 7% per cent, 
income tax on men who have special 
claims to exemption from the burden, 
since, if they transferred it to their pa- 
trons it would fall upon those who mer- 
ited still less the infliction—the needy, 
sick and the suffering? 

“It may be asked what guarantee has 
the retail druggist that the manufaciur- 
ers, who have advanced their prices to 
cover the cost and expense of the stamps, 
will restore their former prices on the re- 
peal of the tax? To this we reply that an 
alert sense of good business policy would 
unquestionably cause a prompt restora- 
tion of prices, but, in the highly improba- 
ble event that it should not, the druggist 
would still secure freedom in the prepara- 
tlon and sale of domestic remedies of his 
own manufacture, and thus be relieved of 
an important part of his present burden.

n excess of all expenses, and with a net 
cash balance on hand available for any 
emergency of about $150,792,995, what justi- 
fication can be found for perpetuating so 
oppressive a tax on druggists and manu- 
facturers when its repeal would cause a 
reduction of less than one-third the sur- 
plus for the single month of March? 

“Did the repeal of the taxes in Schedule 
‘R’ mean the logical extension of similar 
relief to other industries and professions, 
the case might be different. But we call 
especial attention to the fact that sub- 
stantially all classes of taxes specified in 
Schedule ‘A’—those on bonds, agreements, 
checks, drafts, express or freight biils, 
telephones or telegraph messages, deeds, 
insurance policies, leases, and the like, 
are directly or indirectly borne by the 
general public and by druggists and man- 
ufacturers of medicines equally with other 
merchants and manufacturers, The taxes 
of Schedule ‘b’ are an extra and discrimi- 
nating tax on a class, and therefore merit 
consideration independently of other taxes 
and without reference to the repeal or 
modification of any other tax. 

“Against the imposition of the taxes of 
which we now speak, the 38,000 retail drug 
stores of the country, each in most in- 
stances a sort of local forum, might per- 
haps have gained a hearing, but a patri- 
otic impulse commanded silence in the be- 
Nef that with the restoration of peace and 
satisfactory Treasury balances, Congress 
would quickly remedy the injustice. In 
this belief we appear before your honora- 
ble committee to-day; we ask for the re- 
peal or modification of no taxes which ap- 
ply to us in common with other citizens; 





we stand ready to bear our full share of 
the burdens of taxation in times of war 
or of peace; we ask no discriminating fa- 
vors at the hands of the Government, 
but we respectfully assert our right to ex- 
emption from the ruinously discriminating 
taxation enacted in Schedule ‘B’, and we 
earnestly appeal to this committee for 
such action as shall promote its earliest 
possible repeal.”’ 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Engle- 
hardt’s statement, Representative 
Steele remarked that he had received 
considerable light upon the subject of 
a druggist’s profits. 

“] had always supposed,” said he, 
“that a retail druggist cleared about 
50 per cent. on about everything he 
sold,” a remark that elicited a roar of 
laughter from the delegation of drug- 
gists. 

Mr. John C, Gallagher was the next 
witness. “I represent,’’ said he, ‘‘the New 
Jersey Pharmaceutical Association, which 
has about four hundred members, and I 
am also here as a delegate from the New 
Jersey Druggists’ Association. We all in- 
dorse the statements that have been 
made, and we hope that this act will be 
repealed. I have been in the drug busi- 
ness for twenty years, and, referring to 
what Mr. Steele has just said as to our 
profits, 1 would like to say that I would 
be entirely satisfied if 1 could make 15 
per cent. net profit on my business.” 

“Is it not true,’ asked Representative 
Hopkins, “that some large drug stores 
make no more than 2 per cent. profit on 
their business?”’ 

“Yes,"’ replied Mr. 
solutely true.”’ 

“How many druggists in your State run 
bars?’ asked Representative Steele, 

“So far as I know,” replied Mr. Galia- 
wher, ‘‘no liquor is sold over the counter 
in any of our drug stores, except upon 
a physician’s prescription.” 

“I wish to say right here,’’ remarked 
IKtepresentative Grosvenor, ‘“‘that when 
this law was passed not a member of this 
Committee had the faintest idea that it 
would be construed as it has been. It is 
absurd that tincture of arnica should be 
taxed simply because it has a label say- 
ing it is good for cuts or wounds, or that 
they should tax paregoric because the la- 
bel on it says it is good for the belly- 
ache.”’ 

“Yes,"’ assented Mr. Gallagher, “it is 
certainly absurd, and equally so, that ex- 
tract of witch hazel should pay a tax, but 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
inakes the ruling and we have to pay the 
tax. Why, under his rulings petrolatum 
is taxed three times; first, on the gross re- 
ceipts of the petroleum refiner, then on 
the bulk package, and lastly on the re- 
tail package where the identity of the 
bulk package has been lost.’’ 

“Such rulings,” said Mr, Grosvenor, 
with some warmth, ‘‘make the whole law 
ridiculous, and I think if you would take 
proper steps you would beat the Commis- 
sioner.”’ 

“We should like to have you tell us,” 
said a voice in the crowd, ‘Show we could 
beat the Commissioner.”’ 

“By paying the tax,’ rejoined Mr 
Grosvenor, ‘‘and then suing for recovery.’ 

Mr. Felix Hirschman, of the New 
York Retail Druggists’ Association 
was the next witness. He indorsed the 
statements already made and in reply 
to an inquiry by Mr. Hopkins as to the 
general condition of the retail drug 
trade he said it was deplorable. The 
department stores had cut heavily into 
the druggists’ business by making 
leaders of popular standard prepara- 
tions which they sold at cost, or less, 
in order to attract custom for their es- 
tablishments. Some large stores were 
putting in prescription departments in 
addition to carrying practically every 
line of the retail druggists’ trade. 
Country druggists did not have to con- 
tend with this competition and were 
greatly envied by their city brethren. 

Mr. R. L. Eads, representing the In- 
diana Druggists’ Association, said that 
his State was especially interested in 
the proposed legislation because of the 
fact that there was an unusually large 
proportion of manufacturing, whole- 
saling and retailing druggists within 
its borders, there being more than 3000 
retailers alone in the State. The tax, 
therefore, was a heavy burden that 
was very generally felt. It was an un- 
just tax and therefore should be taken 
off. 

“Is it not your contention,’” asked 
Representative Tawney, ‘‘that this tax 
should be repealed because it is no 
longer needed by the Government?”’ 

“Exactly,” replied Mr. Eads with 
emphasis. ‘That is precisely our con- 
tention.” 

Chairman Thomas Stoddart, of New 
York, Chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the National Association 
of Retail Druggists, spoke briefly, stat- 
ing that the delegation present repre- 
sented twenty States and a great in- 
dustry that had loyally paid much 
more than its share of the war 
tax when the Government needed it 
and that should be relieved from the 
burden now that the tax was no longer 
necessary. 

Mr, O. W. Clark made a very forcible 
appeal on behalf of the manufacturing 
druggists. He said that his firm had 
a plant located in Conshohocton, Pa.,, 
manufacturing surgical dressings and 
paid $7,500 annual tax on its output. 

“Let me tell you what the Government 
is doing,’ said he, with much warmth, 
“It is coming up into the hills where our 
factories are located and it takes $7,500

out of our pockets which it don’t need and 





puts it into the Treasury, where it stays 
for a little while, and it is then sent over 
to the New York bankers, who lend it on 
interest and put the profits on my money 
into the pockets of their stockholders. 
The Government don’t need the money; it 
takes it away from me most unjustly, and 
the New York bankers are the only ones 
that profit by the transaction.”’ 

Several members of the Committee 
expressed surprise that surgical dress- 
ings should be regarded as medicinal 
preparations within the meaning of 
the law, but Mr. Clark replied that the 
Commissioner at the outset had de- 
clared them to be taxable; afterwards 
had held they were not taxable and 
has again reversed himself, holding 
them to be liable to the stamp tax. 
“We now have some hopes,”’ said he, 
“that within a few days the Commis- 
sioner will again reverse himself. Oth- 
erwise, we don’t know what we shall 
do.”’ 

The next witness was Mr. J. W. 
Gravelle, of St. Louis, council for the 
Lambert Pharmacal Company. He 
read a notice sent out to the trade by 
his firm immediately after the passage 
of the war revenue act, in June, 1898, 
announcing that listerine would con- 
tinue to be sold at former prices, the 
manufacturers paying the tax. This 
preparation, he said, was a standard 
anti-septic, made under a trade mark, 
and sold at one price throughout the 
United States, namely, $83.26 per gross, 
One bottle, therefore, cost 57.82 cents 
and as the company paid the tax of 
two and one-half cents per bottle, it 
amounted to four and one-third per 
cent of the gross receipts, which was a 
most extraordinary tax. Estimating 
the net profit at ten cents per bottle, 
the tax amounted to twenty-five per 
cent, or one-quarter of the income from 
this product, a tax that could only be 
described as outrageous. The tax was 
levied for war purposes and now that 
war was over it should come off. 
Druggists were subject to pay many 
other heavy taxes including that on 
alcohol, a tax paid by the Lambert 
Company last year to the amount of 
$59,351. 

“How miainy firms make listerine,” 
asked Representative Tawney, 

“Only one,” replied Mr. Gravelle. 
“That is,” he added, “legitimately,” a 
reply that caused much laughter. 

Mr. Thomas F. Main of the Drug 
Trade Section of the New York Board 
of Transportation then presented the 
following petition on behalf of that or- 
ganization, which, he said, embraced 
importers as well as manufacturing 
druggists :— 

“The Drug Trade Section _of the New 
York Board of Trade and 7T ransportation 
respectfully represents that its member- 
ship comprises practically all of. the 
wholesale dealers in drugs and chemicais, 
and the manufacturing drug, chemical 
and pharmaceutical houses in New York 
city, and that it is representative of these 
trades throughout the country. It re- 
spectfully petitions for the repeal or mod- 
ification and extension of the internal rev- 
enue tax imposed under Schedule Lb’, 
Section 20, and its dependent sections ot 
the war revenue act now in force. The 
manufacturers and merchants represented 
by the drug trade section expect, and are 
entirely willing, to bear their fair propor- 
tion of the taxation necessary to meet the 
needs of the Government, but the tax im- 
posed under Schedule ‘B’ discriminates so 
manifestly against a limited class of pro- 
prietary articles, as to be onerous and op- 
pressive upon a comparatively few citi- 
zens of the United States. This tax of 2be 
per cent. upon the retail value of the few 
proprietary articles taxed under the law 
imposes an average tax of 4 per cent. 
upon the sales of the manufactures dis- 
criminated against. ; 

“It is respectfully submitted that Sched- 
ule ‘B,’ Section 20, and its dependent sec- 
tions of the act of 1898, imposes double 
taxation, in that the manufacturers ot 
liquid medicines and perfumery are heavi- 
ly taxed by the duty on distilled spirits in 
addition to the tax imposed under Sched- 
ule ‘B,’ of the act of 1898. It is inconceiva- 
ble that Congress intended to single out 
a limited number of citizens for such ex- 
cessive taxation, while a much more ex- 
tended class, enjoying equal protection 
under the law affecting trade marks and 
proprietary rights in other forms, is ex- 
empted from the special tax imposed by 
the section referred to. 

“At the present time thousands of pro- 
prietary and patented articles sold under 
trade marks are absolutely free of tax by 
the Government, while medicinal prepara- 
tions used in the homes of the masses of 
our people are the subject of heavy taxa- 
tion. We earnestly submit that such a 
system is essentially unfair and should 
be remedied by Congress at the earliest 
practicable moment, The purpose of the 
tax imposed under Schedule ‘B’ of the act 
of i898 was to meet the necessary require- 
ments of the Government in the exi- 
gencies confronting it at that time. Now, 
however, a different condition prevails. 
The unparalleled prosperity that attends 
the nation, the overflowing Treasury, that 
enables the Government to discharge so 
large a part of its obligations each month, 
and the helpful conditions of the affairs 
of our people, would seem to justify the 
immediate repeal of that law, which was 
imposed at a time when the Government 
was in need. We therefore petition for 
a repeal of Schedule ‘B,’ if, in the wisdom 
of your body, such a repeal is deemed 
practicable at this time; if not, we peti- 
tion for a reduction of the rate of taxa- 
tion to 1 per centum of the retail price of 
goods required to be stamped under the 
law, and the extension of the stamp tax 
to all proprietary and trade-marked arti- 








cles not now covered by the provisions of 
the law. 

“This broadening of the field of taxa- 
tion, in the judgment of your petitioners, 
would, at the rate of 1 per centum upon 
the retail price, yield a much larger reve- 
nue than is collected under the existing 
law, and would, at the same time, re- 
move the law from the odium of class leg- 
—— that now undoubtedly surrounds 


The hearing closed with a brief but 
spirited speech by Representative Bou- 
tell, of Illinois, the author of the pend- 
ing bill for the repeal of the taxes of 
Schedule “B,” 

“Two years ago, on the 27th of this 
month,”’ said he, ‘the war revenue Dill 
was brought into the House. The late 
Nelson Dingley, the chairman of this 
committee, in explaining the purpose of 
the measure, predicted that it would raise 
from ninety to one hundred million dol- 
lars. In 1897, the internal revenue receipts 
were about $170,000,000, and in 1898, about 
$273,000,000. For the present year they will 
aggregate about $292,000,000, and for 1901 
about $300,000,000. The Secretary of the 
‘Treasury estimates a surplus for this year 
of $70,000,000, and for next year of $82,000,- 
000. We are now, therefore, face to face 
with three questions: 

“Ist. Is it wise or necessary to modify 
or repeal this act? 

“2d. What changes should be made? 

“3d. If the act is to be modified, should 
we make other articles taxable? 

“These questions should. be carefully 
considered, for the time has come when 
the people we all represent demand relief 
from this extraordinary tax. This law 
was hurriedly drafted, and if it is to be 
modified, as I believe it should be, we 
should alter it where the friction is great- 
est, in Schedule ‘B,’ especially in view of 
the remarkable rulings of the Internal 
Revenue Department. The law makers 
certainly never intended that paregoric, 
arnica and antiseptic cotton should bear 
any portion of this tax. I hope and be- 
lieve that the committee will give early 
attention to this matter, and grant this 
great trade the relief which it has justly 
demanded.”’ 


Petroleum from the Olinda Field, 


California,* 
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The developments of petroleum in the 
field formerly known as the Fullerton, 
but recently christened the Olinda 
Field, in Orange county, California, has 
been the result of the sinking of wells 
by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad, and of private individuals 
during the last few years. The rail- 
road has now fifteen completed wells, 
and is drilling its 16, 17, 18 and 19th, 
being down 1,400 feet in No. 18% A 
branch railroad has been constructed to 
the field. Some of the wells have 
pumped as high as 200 barrels per day. 

Through the general manager of the 
A., T. & S. F. R. R., I have come into 
possession of a sample of the oil from: 
this field, which has been examined in 
my laboratory with the following re- 
sults:—

This oil is a heavy petroleum of about 
the same density as that from the Los 
Angeles field. It is distinguished by 
the fact that it contains, as several 
California petroleums do, phenols and 
bases, the latter in large amount, 
which give the variable colors to the 
distillates. The oil is also peculiar in 
that it begins to crack, even at a pres- 
sure of only 25 mm., after having vola- 
tilized only a little over 30 per cent. 
This would make it a difficult oil to 
refine on the large scale without de- 
composition, and it is probable that, like 
most California petroleums, it is only 
fit for fuel. The distillates have a wide 
range of density, from the lightest 
naphtha boiling at 30 deg. C, to a very 
heavy distillate of 0.9547 density boiling 
at 160 deg. in a vacuum of 25 mm, 
of mercury. All the lighter colored dis- 
tillates become colored deep red on 
standing, from the presence of sub-

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stances allied to quinadine. None of 
the fractions separate any paraffin on 
eooling with a mixture of ice and salt. 
Gwe residue left, when cracking be- 
gins, is, when cold, of the consistency 
of “G” grade flux, 87.5 per cent. of 
this residuum is soluble in 88 deg. 
naphtha. 

The fractions of the crude oil were 
treated with a 10 per cent. solution of 
sodic hydrate, and afterward with con- 
centrated sulphuric acid.

The sodic hydrate removes a certain 
amount of phenols from all but the low- 
est fractions. On neutralizing the solu- 
tion and extraction with naphtha the 
phenols are recovered, the lower ones in 
a crystalline condition. Substances of 
the pyridine series are also present. 
The loss with acid consists principally 
of quinolines and some aromatic hydro- 
carbons, as determined by the nitro- 
products of the latter, and from the 
striking reduction of the specific grav- 
ity, by the removal of the bases, which 
are of a heavier gravity than water. 
There are also some sulphur deriva- 
tives in the oil. The hydrocarbons 
which are unacted on are undoubtedly 
complicated polymethylenes. The re- 
siduum is strongly acted upon by acid, 
much more so than that of the Eastern 
petroleum. 

The oil appears to be of no value for 
refining purposes, and to be quite dif- 
ferent from that found in the neigh- 
boring Puente field, which has a spe- 
cific gravity of about 0.82 to 0.84, and 
is refined, to a certain extent, success- 
fully. From a scientific point of view 
it is a most interesting oil, and is well 
worth careful investigation.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, April 19, 1900. 

The developments of the week show 
that, so far as May is concerned, it is 
a case of absolute hold-up. While $1.73 
had been the asked price for several 
days, the offer for sale of only 1,000 
bushels had to be discounted, and to 
dispose of a few small lots $1.71 had to 
be accepted, while at the same time 
$1.73 was bid for spot seed on track a 
round lot of 5,000 bushels was offered 
to arrive within twenty days, but no 
bid could be obtained for it. The re- 
cent talk of September and October 
being on an export basis failed to sus- 
tain prices,and the prognostication that 
the situation abroad had been dis- 
counted evidently approached correct- 
ness. September broke from $1.25 to 
$1.16% and October slid down from 
$1.19 to $1.11 in three days. There was 
a reaction from the bottom, October 
closing at $1.134% and September $1.18% 
bid. It is not expected that very high 
prices can be maintained until develop- 
ments warrant legitimate buyers in 
making purchases. Meantime the in- 
formation from the Northwest relative 
to the prospective acreage indicates a 
crop of 25,000,000 or more, some placing 
it as high as 30,000,000, which, however, 
is conditioned materially on the antici- 
pated acreage. Climatic conditions, 
which cannot be foreseen, will also gov- 
ern the yield, but, so far az can be 
learned at this time, the acreage in 
1900 will exceed that of any previous 
year. The Duluth Commercial Record 
of April 17 well reviews the Northwest- 
ern situation as follows:— 

“Wlax seeding will be quite general 
in the Northwest by May 1, somewhat 
earlier in the southern portions of Min- 
nesota and South Dakota. Very ex- 


travagant tales are coming in regard- 
ing increases in acreage, but it is too 
early as yet to say that the increased 





acreage will be anything like what is 
suggested by the stories that come 
from the country. It will, in fact, be 
impossible to make even an approxi- 
mate forecast of acreage until June, 
and possibly not then, owing to the 
fact that the big increase will be in 
North Dakota and will be largely on 
land never before seeded to anything. 
Estimates have been made that the 
tilled area of North Dakota will this 
year be increased by 500,000 acres, but 
they are early estimates, and there is 
no way of getting at the truth. In 
Southern Minnesota and South Dakota, 
more particularly the former, there is 
not likely to be much of an increase, 
as there is an actual scarcity of seed 
in that section. Farmers there sold 
their seed last fall, expecting to re- 
place it at a lower price from North 
Dakota, and now that the price is 50c. 
to $1 over what they sold at, are not 
inclined to replace it. In South Dakota 
a small increase is very probable, but, 
as stated before, the big increases will 
be in North Dakota, and for the pres- 
ent it will be safe to say that the flax- 
growing area of this country up to that 
State will be a standoff with last year.” 
Not a word comes from the Southwest 
regarding seeding there. Missouri has 
completed her sowings of flax, and the 
area is practically the same as that 
of a year ago, about 75,000 acres. In 
Kansas the situation is very much 
mixed, with a probable small increase, 
so it is likely that Mr. Thornton is 
close to the truth when he looks to 
North Dakota for whatever increase in 
acreage we are to have this year. The 
downs and ups of the Chicago flax 
market for the week are as follows,

At the close there was no large trad- 
ing and the market was firm but dull. 
The movement of flax is a rather 
strange one and is attended with con- 
siderable uncertainty. Yet in looking 
Over the wheat movement we find a 
good deal of the same thing exists. It 
is a little too early to arrive at defi- 
nite results from the 1900 crop or to es- 
timate whether the nearby depletion of 
the stocks at Minneapolis will be con- 
siderably less than the subsequent re- 
ceipts from the crop at the three 
Northwestern points, for it must be 
borne in mind that the shipments from 
Minneapolis are yet to be treated as 
duplications. It is probable that the 
prospect of an increased acreage has 
caused farmers in North Dakota, 
where most of the increase will be 
sown, to reserve more seed than is 
usual, which is likely to result in larger 
shipments at the close of seeding. The 
receipts at Chicago for the week were 
51 cars, of which but 12 were primary

Navigation is expected to open this 
week, and there is some speculation as 
to the destination of the flax at Du- 
luth. There is 328,000 bushels there to 
be moved out. It is not believed the 
opening of navigation will change the 
situation, as the large shipments just 
prior to the closing of the straits pretty 
well used up the Northwest’s surplus. 
The Western trade in oil is strong for 
this time of year and it looks as 
though the seed remaining in the West 
would be needed here. From the mar- 
ket papers of the West comes an echo 
of the foreign purchase of American 
seed for reshipment to this country, 
which was reported in these columns a 
week ago. According to this latest re- 
port the National Lead Co. contracted 
for 56,000 bushels of flax that was in 
store at Liverpool, paying for it 43s. 
6d. Having been shipped from this 
country and kept intact, it can be re- 
entered free of duty, which will place 
it in New York for about $1.50 per 
bushel. The company are supposed to 
have been the buyers of 800 tons (30,000 
bushels) and were negotiating for 800 
tons more, but it is not believed they 
secured all of the latter, It would not 
be at all surprising, should the price 
of flax continue high, if the one-time 
big flak States of Illinois, Ohio and In- 
diana, which formerly’ raised the 
largest crops of flax in the West, 
should re-enter the field with sowings 
on old ground. On sod there is no bet- 
ter crop than flax, and for this réason 
it has followed the course of new break- 
ings. In looking into the probability of 
new territory for the raising of flax, 
the South may some day become an 
important factor. Some of the Gulf 
States in particular possess a climate 
quite like that of India and no doubt 
in parts of the South a winter crop of 
flax could be raised that would be very 
similar to the India seed. In 1892 an 
experiment was made at an agricul- 
tural station in Louisiana with India 
seed, which was sown in October and 
harvested in February. The result 
showed that a product closely resem- 
bling the foreign seed could be raised 
in this country. In Texas, southwest 
of Galveston, seed has been raised suc- 
cessfully and the raisers have been en- 
couraged to increase their acreage. The 
cotton mills of the South, having the 
same class of machinery as linseed oil 
mills, would be able to crush the seed. 
It looks very much as though some 
day the raising of flax seed could be a 
profitable industry in the South. 

DULUTH.—The week here was 
marked by active trading in Septem- 
ber and October, both of which suf- 
fered sharp declines, with a slight re- 
action at the close. The volume of 
transactions increased as prices de- 
clined, and around $1.18 for September 
and $1.12 for October large quantities 
changed hands. The taking of so large 
a part of the offerings at these figures 
caused the improvement at the close. 
Cash and May were held up, declining 
but 44c., while September closed 5c. 
below its opening price and October 
lost 4%c. after at one time having de- 
clined a full 6c. The range for the

bushels and are 328,019. Minneapolis 
stocks decreased 158,916 bushels and 
are 535,666, making the total visible 
stock at the three Northwestern points 
865,109. Dispatches from the straits say 
the ice is rapidly breaking up and that 
navigation is possible. Inasmuch as 
the seed stored here is controlled it 
will likely be shipped to mills in the 
combination as soon as navigation per- 
mits. Receipts here were limited to 
one car. Minneapolis had 35 cars, 

ST. LOUIS.—Not a car of flaxseed 
came on the market the past week, 
therefore quotations for car lots were 
nominal. Cash on track would prob- 
ably have brought $1.70, but there was 
an entire absence of offerings and bids. 
Small lots were at quite a discount un- 
der cash, 25 sacks selling early at $1.60 
for pure test seed, while later a small 
lot was traded in at $1.66. Receipts 
since Jan. 1 are 16,800 bushels, against 
97,040 for the corresponding period last 
year. Shipments were 430 bushels last 
week, against 720 the week before. 
Since Jan. 1 the shipments from this 
point have been 6,720 bushels, as com- 
pared with 21,710 for the same time a 
year ago. 

LINSEED OIL.—The market for oil 
continues firm, with product quotably 
61@62c., and the usual advance for 
boiled oil or in quantities less than car 
lots. The only parties here who are of- 
fering oil report a steady demand at 





the advance. There is a suspicion that 
a considerable part of the increased de- 
mand for the season comes from crush- 
ers who are short of supplies. This 
does not imply that the oil will not go 
into immediate consumption, but the 
fact that crushers need the oil and that 
2ll demands must be filled from the 
tanks of a single concern may account 
for the very large increase in the busi- 
ness of that concern over any previous 
year. Without doubt those in a po- 
sition to take advantage of the mar- 
ket have made a barrel of money out of 
the artificial conditions that surround 
the seed market, while those who have 
based their operations on the legitimate 
situation have had to pay the bill. 

OIL CAKE.—It was holiday week 
abroad as well as here, but over there 
a full week was given to the Easter 
holidays. A few small sales were made. 
that netted $23, and the situation was 
practically unchanged. The demand the 
latter part of the week was confined to 
the Continent. Mail advices report the 
Continent very short of spot cake, 
while England seems to have supplies 
sufficient to last some time. There are 
no large supplies of cake here, but there 
is no difficulty in getting it at the asked 
price of $23. All bids below that are re- 
fused, as also are orders for shipment 
later than June. Altogether, it was a 
quiet week. 

LARD.—The market opened strong 
and higher, with good buying by most 
all the packers, some of whom operated 
cpenly. An advance of 42%c. the first 
two days set some folks to talking of 
10c, for September lard. There was a 
good demand for loose lard, and sellers 
buying against their sales influenced 
some of the shorts to cover. There was 
a good cash and speculative business all 
week, and the general talk is of higher 
prices all around. The cash trade was 
exceptionally good on the advance. 
Stocks are estimated at 92,000 to 95,000 
tierces. Shipments for the week were 
20,200 tierces, just about the recent 
weekly average, and exports were 32,- 
500 tierces, compared with 42,000 last 
week and 25,000 for the corresponding 
week a year ago. Cash lard closed at 
$7.30 and loose at $7.12%. 

OLEO OIL.—There was little doing in 
oleo, The feeling here was firmer than 
abroad, and the local prices was main- 
tained at 8%c., while Rotterdam cables 
came a little lower at 47 florins. Sales 
abroad fell off from 4,400 tierces the 
previous week to 2,500 for the week un- 
der review. Stocks gained 600 tierces, 
and are 4,400. Shipments, with Balti- 
more sailings not reported, were 2,000 
tierces, as compared with 4,800 the week 
before. The afloat is reduced 500 tierces 
and is now 11,000. An improvement is 
looked for when present stocks are dis- 
posed of, but if the present relation of 
sales to stock on hand is maintained, 
such an event is several weeks in the 
future, even should shipments be light. 
The afloat and the stocks, taken to- 
gether, now give a visible of 15,400 
tierces and are a weakening feature. 

TALLOW.—Sales of fancy edible have 
been made at 6%c. to lard refiners, 
though the market is nominally 6%c. 
There were transactions in prime pack- 
ers’ at 6c., with the market nominally

A better inquiry existed for city ren- 
derers’ at 54c. bid.

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Wrinkles Concerning the Care 
and Repair of Oil Pipes. 

PIPES SHOULD BE PROPERLY BRACED. 

The weight and pressure of volumes 
of oil in oil-conveying pipe systems re- 
quire that special means be provided 
for the bracing of the lengths of pipe 
if very long, and that correct principles 
of adjusting the joints and elbows be 
employed. As is known to engineers 
and others engaged in putting in and 
caring for extensive systems of piping 
in oil manufacturing and consuming 
plants, there is always more or less 
trouble with heavy piping due to the 
Straining and oftentimes the breaking 
of elbows and unions close to a flange, 
due, in many cases, to the extraor- 
dinary weight which comes upon the 
metal at that particular point, as il- 
lustrated in Figure 1. In this example 
the brace employed is marked C, and 
this piece of timber forms the support 
for a length of pipe which, at the be- 
ginning of operations, was calculated 
upon being short and light in propor- 
tions, but which the workmen of the 
plant eventually increased in length 
and service, thus adding to the weight 
on the metal at the point a. The down- 
ward strain being in the direction of 
the arrow b, the tendency was to crack 
the elbow at a, which it finally did. 
This breakage might have been avert- 
ed had the workmen put on an addi- 
tional support just below the flanges 
at D, as shown in Figure 2. This sup- 
port can be made of wood clamps, the 
side alike, and the edges bored out to 
receive the clamping bolts. The bolts 
san be put in and the sides drawn up 
tight enough to serve all purposes, thus 
forming a brace at the important point 
for relieving the weight on the center 
of the elbow. After the clamp is in 
correct position, it can bolted to 
adjoining woodwork and made very 
substantial. There are in every oil 
pipe system a great many joints and 
turns of the former class, and it would 
pay the engineers in charge to make a 
special inspection for the purpose of lo- 
cating and remedying these defectively 
planned parts before the strain frac- 
tures the metal in the turns.

AVOID JAR OF PIPES AND CONNECTIONS 

It is essential that special plans be 
made to avoid the rattle and jar of 
piping and piping connections in oil- 
conveying systems so far as is possible 
under the working conditions. of 
course, there are some types of oil-car- 
rying devices which are necessarily 
accompanied with considerable jarring, 
due to the action of the pumping ma- 
chinery. But, as a rule, the pipes and 
connections may be so arranged as to 
avoid the disastrous jar, which, in time, 
will wreck the best of joints in the 
most costly oil-conveying pipes. First, 
then, the foundations for the pipe 
should be very substantial, otherwise 
there will be a rattling and jarring of 
the pipes, even if the rest of the sys- 
tem is perfectly correct in its plan. It 
the constant jarring motion that 
causes the mechanical action which 
opens so many joints by loosening the 
thread work. Often when the joints 
are effected by use of bolts and nuts, 
the nuts have been known to work 
completely off from their seat and allow 
the bolts to fall out, entirely through 
the action of the constant jar accom- 
panying a loosely-erected foundation 
for the pipe. 

The delivery and, therefore, the out- 
put is cut down, sometimes as much 
as one-fourth, simply because the en- 
gineers cannot use the pipes to full ca- 
pacity, as a result of the poor condition 
of the pipe foundations, not daring to 
trust to the same, as they could, with 
safety, if the foundations were sub- 
stantially constructed. A poor founda- 
tion will cut down the speed of deliv- 
ery of the pipes and cause endless com- 
plications. 

REPAIRING A (;7RACKED ELBOW, 


When an elbow in the pipe system is 
put out of service by being cracked, as 
represented at A, Figure 1, the entire 
section of the system may be kept idle 
for several days, sending to makers of 
piping for a new elbow. This loss of 
time during busy periods may affect 
the financial returns of the oil plant, 
and, therefore, it will be better to patch 
up the broken elbow temporarily, so 
that the same can be used until the 
new elbow arrives, and the latter can 
be put in at leisure. The broken place 
can be patched so firmly and neatly 
that the broken elbow can be made al- 
most as serviceable as new. First, it 
should be understood that the patch 
must fit over the form of the elbow 
correctly, and this may be easily 


is 


brought about by heating the wrought 
iron sheet metal piece until it is soft 
enough to shape to the pattern of the 





elbow. After the piece is correctly 
formed, the holes should be drilled for 
the rivets or bolts. In some cases 
rivets are employed, and when proper- 
ly inserted the rivets make a substan- 
tial joint. They are certainly better 
than using bolts and simply bending 
the ends of the bolts over hook, like as 
at E, Figure 3, as some machinists 
have been known to do. The rivets 
are also better than splitting bolts and 
making a head formation like that at 
Figure 4. A good way, however, if reg- 
ular rivets are not used and counter- 
sunk into the metal, is to use bolts and 
nuts, as in Figure 5, for then the plate 
used for the patch can be removed at 
any time and the plate can also be 
tightened. 
BORING 
It is no simple operation to bore the 
rivet or bolt holes in the plate used for 
the patching. In Figure 6 is presented 
a view of the plate as it is sometimes 
drilled with half or three-quarter inch 
holes. When the holes are drilled 
punched in a continuous row, the

chances are that the plate will split 
when the same is put in position, and 
often the splitting will extend through 
several holes, as shown at G. This 
trouble may be overcome by boring or 
punching the holes alternately in rows 
as shown in the lower part of the plate. 
This distributes the strain and will pre- 
vent the plate from breaking.

Leaks in oil pipes are a source of 
considerable wastage. In almost any 
oil pipe system a number of miniature 
holes may be found through which val- 
uable oil oozes, and in the course of the 
day the loss amounts to quite an item. 

All oil conveying systems in which 
there are pipes should be regularly ex- 
amined for leaks of this description 
and means taken to prevent the loss by 
plugging the holes in the proper way.

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Notes on Texas Petroleum * 
BY CLIFFORD RICHARDSON. 


In a recent article in the American 
Chemical Journal, Mr. F. C. Thiele has 
published the results of a preliminary 
investigation of the petroleums from 
the Corsicana field in Navarro county, 
Texas, which has been developed so 
rapidly in the last few years, and of 
that found near Sour Lake, in Hardin 
County, of the same State, the produc- 
tion and character of which is of less 
importance. 

The oil from these fields were recently 
examined in the laboratory of the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Paving Company, and the 
results, with the conclusions drawn 
from them, may prove of interest for 
comparison with Mr. Thiele’s and those 


obtained by Mr. Earnshaw, chemist for | 


the United Gas Improvement Company, 
which he quotes, 

From the information at my disposal 
in regard to these fields, it seems that 
oil was first discovered at Corsicana 
some time before 1894. In that year 
also, when the city bored a well for a 
water supply, oil was struck at a depth 
of 1,027 feet. This induced the forma- 
tion of a company, which sunk wells 
with such success that out of a total 
of 374 drilled in 1898, 343 were produc- 
ing, and but 32 dry, and the number has 
since increased. None of these is over 
1,050 feet deep. The field is small in 
extent, not over 3% miles long and a 
mile wide, extending in a northeast- 
erly and a_ south-westerly direction. 
The oil sand is very regular, 10 to 40 
feet thick, and dipping to the south- 
east about one foot in the hundred. It 
is a soft gray shale and not a real sand, 
but is nearly pure silica, and contains 
foraminifera of various kinds, Rotalia, 
Nomionina, and Globigerina, some of 
them corresponding to those found in 
the ehalk beds of Europe, and others 
to those of the oil sands of Europe. The 


wells are sunk through a thick marl, | 


like blue clay, and are bored with great 
rapidity and ease, 
not more than 32 hours for 1,000 feet in 
depth. Mr. Miller states that “after oil 
is struck, it usually requires about 24 
hours for it to reach the surface; it is 
forced up by gas, and in several wells 
it has spouted out 100 feet above the 
ground. The flow seems to be by heads 
of from 5 to 10 minutes’ duration, fol- 
lowed by a short period of complete ces- 
sation. There is also a diurnal period 
in the strength of the discharge, com- 
mencing about 4 p. m., and gradually 
increasing up to midnight, then dimin- 
ishing until 9 a. m. The wells produce 
from 10 to 30 barrels per day each. 
Some of the wells on the edge of the 
field have fallen off considerably, but 
those in the middle of the well-known 
oil-producing area have held their yield 
well. The older wells, among the best 
producers, showed practically the same 
yield when one year old as when new.” 
Outside the oil fields there is a con- 
siderable one where gas is found, 

Pipe lines and a refinery have been 
installed and illuminating products are 
being turned out. The twentieth report 
of the United States Geological Survey 
on petroleum and its production states 
that the output of this field is becom- 
ing so important that, in 1900, Texas 
will be a sharp competitor for the sixth 
place among the States for amount of 
production. 

The production of petroleum in 
Texas, largely from the Corsicana field, 


has been, since 1895, the following

Twenty grms. of the oil, which we ex- 
amined, when heated for seven hours in 
an air bath at various temperatures, in 
a crystallizing dish, 24% ins, in diame- 
ter by 1% in. high, left a residue of 42.3 
per cent., which flowed readily at 25 
deg. C. The residuum resembles that 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio petroleum 
and apparently contains paraffin scale. 
It is to a certain extent asphaltic, how- 
ever. The crude oil, when distilled under 
a pressure of 25 mm. of mercury, volatil- 
ized 51.2 per cent. at a temperature 
of 180 deg. C., but at that point began 
to crack, Ohio oil, on the contrary, did 
not crack until 235 deg. C. was reached 
at atmospheric pressure, but the Sour 
Lake petroleum broke up at the same 
It is, therefore, 
a less stable oil than our Hastern pe- 
troleum, 

The original distillates are not much 
acted upon by alkalies and acids, nor do 
they separate any solid paraffin in a 
freezing mixture. They have rather 
high specific gravities for their boiling 
points, although not nearly as high as 
corresponding California 
and they contain some aromatic sub- 
stances and naphthene hydrocarbons, 
as shown, for the first, by the action of 
nitric acid, and for the second, by a 
combustion of the second distillate, 
53-90 degs. C. at 25 mm., after thorough 
treatment with NaOH and H2S04, 
which gave the following results:—

The treatment with reagents reduces 
the density slightly in all the distil- 
lates, owing to the removal of phenols 
or acid substances, and of aromatic 
hydrocarbons and nitrogenous bases. 
The oil resembles neither the California 
oils of the Olinda district, nor the pe- 
troleum of the East. 

The residuum of this oil is not at- 
tacked by acids much more than those 
of Eastern petroleums. The distillates 
after treatment with reagents are col- 
orless, and remain so for some months 
on exposure to light. 

The Sour Lake oil is a very heavy 
cerv‘le petroleum, 18 deg. B., and cor- 
responds in many respects with some 
of the heavier California oils of Sum- 
merland and Los Angeles in appear- 
ance and properties. It flashes at a 
low point for such heavy oil, 118 deg. 
C. <As taken from the wells, it con- 
tains a very large amount of water. 
Heating the crude oil in an open dish 
to 204 deg. C. for seven hours, volatil- 
ized 35 per cent. of the total, leaving a 
very soft asphaltic maltha, pulling out 
to a long string. Under a pressure of 
only 25 mm., only 21 per cent. was vo- 
latilized before cracking began. The 
distillates were colored, and of high 
density and refractive index. No pa- 
raffin could be separated from them at 
0 deg. C. The residuum appears free 
from paraffin. Sodium hydrate and 
sulphuric acid act but Slightly 
on the lower distillates; more 
e* but not excessively, on the 
higher ones. The treated distillates 
color again after some time. The den- 
sity is slightly reduced. 

The distillate between 100 deg. and 
150 deg. C. at 25 mm., gave the follow-

The higher boiling asphaltic hydro- 
carbons of the California oil are of an 


enormously higher density than that 
of either of the Texas distillates, and 
so the latter cannot be regarded as 
characteristically asphaltic, although 
no doubt containing unstable cyclic 
compounds of an asphaltic character. 
Then, too, the Fullerton’ residuum 
loses 33 per cent. of its weight to the 
ordinary reagents, whereas the Texas

Fiorida’s Production 
Stores, 


Few who have not watched closely 
the progress of Jacksonville for the 
past two or three years, either statis- 
tically or by personal observation, can 
have any idea of her increase in ma- 
terial and substantial prosperity. The 
census returns of 1890 gave her a popu- 
lation in that year of 17,200, and few 
question that the returns of 1900 will 
show an increase over those figures 
from 90 to 100 per cent. Probably more 
than half of the increment in material 
advancement has come within the last 
three years, and to no cause is this 
due more than to the several business 
enterprises that have centred here 
within that period. New railroads have 
found their termini here, and commer- 
cial undertakings have been originated, 
whose growth in importance has been 
almost unnoted, excepting by the few 
who have been in close touch. 

Of these enterprises none has been 
more important or has had a more phe- 
nomenal growth than the Florida Naval 
Stores & Commission Company, which 
was incorporated under the laws of 
Florida a little more than one year ago. 
Starting with an authorized capital of 
$100,000, this was increased within a few 
months to meet the demands of in- 
creased business to $150,000. The wise 
forethought of a number of Jackson- 
ville’s prominent business men antici- 
pated the possibilities of development 
of the naval stores product of the State, 
and, taking advantage of the situation. 
their good judgment was at once proved 
by the fact that Florida producers came 
to them, almost unsolicited, to find a 
market nearer the place of production 
than the ports of States north of Flor- 
ida, 

The promoters grasped the fact that 
the turpentine lands of Georgia and the 
Carolinas have become practically ex- 
hausted by years of working, that the 
best lands for the production of naval 
stores are located in Florida and in the 
southern tier of Georgia’s counties, and 
that the natural market for Florida 
products is within the limits of this 
State.

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plished by the Florida Naval Stores & 
Commission Company, it may be said 
that when it first entered into the field 
in this State there were about three 
humdred producers in the State, giving 
an annual product of about 1,000,000 
packages of naval stores. The number 
of operators has been increased fully 
one-third, with a corresponding in- 
crease in the aggregate product. All 
the product of the State was marketed 
through Georgia factors to the benefit 
of Georgia ports and merchants, The 
supplies for turpentine camps were 
handled mainly by Savannah dealers, 
on which the profits went to merchants 
outside this State. 

The company has handled during the 
first months of its existence—practically 
less than one year of active business— 
more than $600,000 worth of Florida tur- 





buildings, sheds, sidetracks, machinery 
and fencing. The buildings will include 
one large turpentine shed, 400 feet by 
100 feet, containing 40,000 square feet of 
storage capacity, or sufficient for 5,000 
barrels of turpentine. The south end of 
this building will abut another shed, 
1,000 feet long by 25 feet wide, along the 
entire length of which will run the rail- 
road tracks, connecting alt one end with 
the Florida Central & Peninsular, and 
at the other with the’Plant System. 
These buildings are already well under 


| way, the larger shed being practically 


pentine and rosin, and it has now under | 


contract for the coming season 75 pro- 
ducers, many of whom were formerly 
shippers to Savannah factors. It is es- 
timated that these operators will pro- 
duce 50,000 barrels of turpentine and 
175,000 barrels of rosin, of a total value 
considerably more than one and a half 
million dollars. In order to secure 
these contracts an investment of more 
than half a million dollars has been 
necessary. The saving to the producers 
on freight rates alone will be close to 
$75,000, compared with the freight 
charges to and from more northern 
markets. This will include the charges 
on the product, as well as on material 
and supplies shipped to the turpentine 
camps from Jacksonville, where all or- 
ders are placed. This saving will 
amount to nearly or quite $1,000 to each 
operator, which in itself is a decided 
inducement, inviting trade with the 
Jacksonville factors, 

All the vast amount of produce will 
be handled in Jacksonville, giving em- 
ployment to large numbers of laborers, 
to whom thousands of dollars will be 
paid out in this city. All grading and 
inspection is to be done here, under a 
law passed at the last session of Flor- 
ida’s Legislature. Few States in the 
Union have any law on their statute 
books that can compare with this for 
strictness and efficiency. It is entirely 
in the interest of pure products, honest 
gauging, weighing and grading, which 
cannot but be appreciated by consum- 
ers. It provides for the appointment by 
the Governor of an inspector in each 
port of the State to which naval stores 
are consigned, who is required to give 
bond in the sum of $2,500 for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties. It pro- 
vides that no one not a licensed inspec- 
tor shall measure or inspect any naval 
stores, with a heavy penalty for a vio- 
lation of the section. It also provides, 
under heavy penalty, for the punish- 
ment of any person who shall ship 
through any port of the State any pack- 
age which has not been so inspected 
and gauged, 
punishment for false branding of any 
package, and for the changing of any 
mark placed upon such package. The 
law is mutually advantageous to the 
producer and the consumer. 

During the past twelve months the 
company has secured the control, by fee 
simple or by lease, of more than two 
hundred thousand acres of Florida tur- 
pentine lands, a large part of which will 
be operated through the coming season. 
The completion of the Jacksonville & 
Southwestern Railroad through larze 
tracts of virgin forest will add material- 
ly to the product of naval stores to be 
handled in this market. These lands 
are owned in large part by the Messrs. 
Cummer, who will bring the naval 
stores products from their entire line to 
this city, over the road which is owned 
by them. Messrs. G. S. Baxter & Co., 
who are large owners of the Atlantic, 
Valdosta & Western’ Railroad, are 
among the largest turpentine operators 
in ‘this territory, and they will market 
their products through the Jacksonville 
market, largely increasing its impor- 
tance as a center for the industry. 

To accommodate this business, which 
has grown to such vast proportions 
within the space of one year, tthe com- 
pany has found it necessary to make 
large preparations for handling it. 
Within the past few weeks it has ac- 
quired by purchase a tract of twenty- 
five acres of land within the western 
limits of the city. The property has 
sufficient roll for good drainage and is 
located a short mile directly west of the 
Terminal Station. It touches at its 
southwestern corner the Western Divi- 
sion of the Florida Central & Peninsu- 
lar Railroad; and near its eastern limits 
is the main line of the Plant System, 
giving easy access by switch connec- 
tions with both roads and through 
them with every other entering the 
city. 

Less than twenty days ago work was 
begun in the erection of the necessary

The 
grade of the land will permit the laying 
the tracks so that the car floors will be 
on a level with the shed floors, reducing 
greatly the cost of handling naval 
stores. 

In addition, a large steel tank, with 
a capacity of 5,150 barrels of turpen- 
tine, is to be erected, and for this the 
foundations are now being laid. This is 
to be used for loading tank cars by 
gravity, and will be filled by pumping 
engines of large capacity. The weight 
on the foundations, when the tank 
shall be filled, will be nearly 850 tons, 
and when full the contents of the tank 
will be worth $130,000, reckoned at pres- 
ent values, 

The entire tract is to be surrounded 
by a solid board fence, eight feet high, 
and the amount of lumber to be used 
in the construction of buildings and

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The Russian Petroleum Trade. 
REPORT BY CONSUL JAMES C, CHAM- 
BERS. 

The statistics show much more work 
done in 1899 than in 1898, with, how- 
ever, less satisfactory results, as in 
1898 the average daily production per 
well was 199 barrels, while in 1899 it 
was only 174 barrels. The increase in 
the daily average gross production in 
1899 over 1898 was about 13,000 barrels, 
and, as the average number of wells 
producing was 212 more than in 1898, 
the inciease in gross production per 
well was only 66 barrels per day, 
against 142 barrels in 1898. The pro- 
duction of the wells finished in 1899 
was also much less than the produc- 
tion of the wells finished in 1898, as, 
while in the latter year the initial pro- 
duction of 258 wells finished averaged 
653 barrels per well per day, in 1899 
the production of 370 wells completed 
averaged only 202 barrels per well per 
day. This decline was principally due 
to the fact that there were fewer 
large flowing wells in 1899 than in the 
previous year, and can not be consid- 
ered to indicate a very serious falling 
off in the territory because those re- 
markably big flowing wells are possi- 
ble at any time, and the result in 1900 
may be quite as favorable as it seemed 
unfavorable in 1899. 

Another feature of the production 
worthy of attention is the fact that, 
notwithstanding 456 wels were started 
drilling in 1898 and 598 in 1899, only 370 
wells were completed in the latter 
year, and that, notwithstanding 370 
wells were completed, there were only 
223 more wells producing in December, 
1899, than in that month in 1898. The 
facts point rather conclusively to the 
opinion that, unless some more of the 
former phenomenally large wells of 
previous years are struck in 1900, there 


is little chance of much increase in the 
production, because the limit of drill- 
ing operations posible has probably 
been reached; and with nothing more 
than the average wells of 1899 result- 
ing from the new work, it seems un- 
likely that there can be a material in- 
crease in the production in 1900. 


While it is impossible to ignore the 
possibility of large flowing wells being 
brought in any day, at present there 
are none, nor has there been any for 
some months; consequently the aver- 
age daily production for December, 
1899, was less than it was in that 
month in the previous year, and stat- 
istics at hand for January,1900, show 
that there was no increase in the pro- 


| duction over the closing month of 1898, 
| notwithstanding the many wells coan- 


pleted. As the heaviest production of 
both 1898 and 1899 was in the months 
of January and February, this year 
starts much less favorably than those 
two years ago. 

The figures for the average depth 
of the wells completed show only 911 
feet in 1899, against 937 feet in 1898, 
and would seem to indicate that the 
drilling is getting shallower; but that 
is not the case, the decrease in the 
depth being due to the fact that more 
wells were drilled in the shallower old- 
er territory of Balakhani and Sabunchi 
which wells are also smaller than wells 
in the newer and deeper territory. 
CONSUMPTION OF CRUDE FOR FUEL AND 

LOSs IN PIPING FROM WELLS. 

The figures showing the loss from 
piping and consumption of crude for 
fuel at the wells give a better idea of 
the actual increase in production than 
the figures for the gross production, 
because the amount of crude thus con- 
sumed plays no part in the amount of 
production which enters into competi- 
tion with the American product, and 


crude the only fuel, as is the case at 
Baku, the increased number of wells 
producing and drilling increases the 
loss proportionately to the production 
unless there is a very material in- 
crease in the latter.

As the number of producing 
wells is steadily increasing and there 
is no liklihood of the number of drill- 
ing wells and those under repair fall- 
ing off without a material increase in 
the production, the ratio of loss for 
pumping and fuel to the gross produc- 
tion is likely to still further increase 
in 1900. 
COST OF PRODUCTION 


There is no doubt whatever that the 
cost of producing oil at Baku increases 
steadily; the expense of drilling new 
wells adds much to this cost, but the 
greatest increase in the cost is due to 
the increased depth from which the 
oil must be raised and the steadily 
increasing amount of water in the 
wells. It has been explained in pre- 
vious reports that the Baku wells are 
not pumped in the same manner as in 
the United States; that, owing to the 
great amount of sand always combined 
with the oil, the American system of 
pumping is impossible; that the Baku 
wells are worked with the bailer; but 
it has also been explained that the bail- 
er used is made as large as possible. 
If the well is finished with 16-inch pipe, 
which is very commonly the case, the 
bailer will be as great in diameter as 
is possible to run inside that pipe, and 
generally about 40 feet long, so that 
it will bring up not mutch less than a 
barrels at a run, The line 


| used for running the bailer is generally 





a wire cable, and has to be renewed in 
from six to nine months. With this ex- 
planation, it will be understood that the 
deeper the well the fewer the runs of 
the bailer, and that with water in the 
wells ‘the less oil the bailer will bring 
up, as the water must be kept down or 
it will eventually spoil the well. From 
excellent authority, I learn that the 
water is confined to no particular part 
of the field, but is general, varying in 
quantity, however, in different wells. 
Some wells have so much water in them 
that it has been found unprofitable to 
work them; others having less water 
are worked by taking a bailer full of 
oil from the top, another full of oil and 
water mixed from the middle and a 
third full of water from the bottom of 
the well, making three runs of the bail- 
er for not much more than one bailer 
full of oil. There are other wells with 
still less water, which can be worked 





by taking two or three bailers of oil 
to one of water. 

While it is said that the water in the 
wells comes in from the shallower ex- 
hausted oil strata, it is undoubtedly salt 
water, very similar to the water of the 
Caspian Sea. The technical talent of 
the trade has been devoted for some 
years to finding some means of over- 
coming this very expensive diculty, but, 
I understand, wholly without success. 
I am aware that this statement may 
surprise American producers, with 
their many successful methods of pack- 
ing off water; but it must not be over- 
looked that the soil at Baku differs ma- 
terially from the generality of soil in 
the oil regions of the United States, be- 
ing loose and sandy from the top to the 
bottom of the well, and consequently 
offering no solid basis for packing; 
even if an American packer could be 
inserted, the water would not be long 
in working around it. Attempts have 
been made to shut the water off by 
pouring into the hole outside the pipe 
as much liquid cement ags_ possible, 
which, when hardened, answered the 
purpose for a time; but the water 
eventually found its way around the 
cement, 

There is still another condition which 
must eventually add materially to the 
cost of producing—that is, the steadily 
increasing royalties which must be paid 
for territory. Royalties at Baku are 
always so much per pood (36 pounds) 
on the oil produced, and not, as in the 
United States, a proportion of the oil 
itself. For years the average royalty 
paid was not more than half a kopeck 
per pood (about 2 cents per barrel of 
42 gallons); but the higher prices real- 
ized for some years for crude have 
caused a very ereat advance in the 
royalty, as the Government has leased 
much land in the last two years at 
prices ranging from 2 to 11 kopecks per 
pood (8 to 46 cents per barrel), and al- 
ways with the stipulation that a cer- 
tain amount of royalty must be paid 
annually, whether oil is produced or 
not. Much of the drilling now being 
done is upon this Government land, and 
consequently as the new wells come in 
the royalty increases; in a few years 
this item will make a great addition to 
the cost of producing. 

NON-PRODUCTIVE WELLS. 

Some of the wells drilled last year in 
the Government territory mentioned 
above have been very unfortunate for 
the operators. The territory was leased 
by auction to the highest bidder, and 
the high and advancing price of crude 
made the competition for this territory 
very great, particularly as much of it 
was located in the middle of the devel- 
oped district. Such territory, of course, 
brought the highest royalty; for, not- 
withstanding there were probably three 
or four times as many wells to the area 
of the territory surrounding it as would 
have been drilled upon a like area in 
any of the fields in the United States, 
and the wells had produced from a 
number of different strata from 38@ to 
1,500 feet deep, the bidders for the Gov- 
ernment land seemed to have no fears 
that the neighboring wells had drawn 
any oil from the undrilled territory. 
But some of the land leased. was sit- 
uated on the edge of developments, and, 
of course, this sort of territory brought 
lower royalties. Among other success- 
ful bidders were two companies which 
obtained considerable of this outlying 
territory at royalties of from 2 to 3 
kopecks per pood, one of which imme- 
diately started drilling 15 wells and the 
other 10, and continued drilling some of 
them to the depth of over 1,000 feet 
without obtaining oil; and I now under- 
stand that all of these 25 wells have 
been abandoned as worthless, I hard- 
ly think, however, that these failures 
will have any material bearing upon 
the future of the field, as their position 
condemns little or no territory which 
was thought to be very good. 

EXTENSION OF TERRITORY. 

Some of the land leased early in 1899 
by the Government to the highest bid- 
der is located in what is known as the 
Bibi-Eibat district, and most of it is 
in advance of land now producing, but 
some lies between plots which have 
been exceedingly rich in the past and 
continue to yield more oil. These 
plots, of course, brought very high 
royalties, one having been let at 
11 kopecks per pood (5.7. cents 
per 36 pounds) and several at prices 
nearly as high. It must be explained, 
however, that the lessee of the plot at 
11 kopecks royalty is the owner of ter- 
ritory adjoining the plot leased, which 
has been exceedingly rich and still 
brings him an enormous income, and 
the supposition is that he paid the high 
royalty in order to keep others from 
getting the territory and drilling near 
him.

MIKHAILOVA-BATUM PIPE LINE 


The object of the 8-inch pipe line for 
refined oil under construction from the 
station of Mikhailova, on the Baku- 
Batum Railway, to Batum is to in- 
crease the capacity of the railway, the 
idea being to carry refined in tank cars 
from Baku to Mikhailova and pump it 
thence to Batum, This will shorten the 
tank car haul the distance from Mik- 
hailova to Batum (143 miles) and re- 
turn, and, as that section of the rail- 
way is the most expensive to operate. 
because of the very heavy grades over 
the mountains, the saving in time and 
expense should be considerable; as to 
how much it will increase the capacity 
of the railway, opinions seem to differ. 

The money for this pipe line was ap- 
propriated five years ago, when it was 
stated that the line would be ready for 
operation by the end of 1897, In my 
last report I stated on good authority 
that the line could not be a factor in 
the transportation from Baku to Ba- 
tum before the beginning of this year, 
and I ean now add to that the assur- 
ance that the use of the line can not 
take place for another three or four 
months from date. I understand that 
the line was tested with water within 
the last few weeks and found satis- 
factory, and that it has been decided 
not to commence the use of it until 
a number of self-closing valves can be 
placed in it for the purpose of pro- 
tection against loss by breaks. From 
the top of the mountain, which is only 
a few miles from Mikhailova, there is 
a steady fall to Batum of probably more 
than 2,000 feet, so that without some 
preventative, in case of a break in the 
line near Batum, all the oil between 
the summit and the break would be 
lost: hence the idea of self-closing 
valves at intervals in the line. I have 
been informed that these valves have 
only been ordered from abroad within 


a week, and that it will require at 
east two months for them to 
reach here, and another month 
to place them in the line. 
Time seems short enough when _ the 


statement is added that it is intended 
to place the valves only 630 feet apart 
the whole length of the line, which 
means that about 1,000 valves will be 
required, all of which, it seems exceed- 
ingly probable, will have to be made, as 
8-inch pipe lines are not common, even 
in the United States, and the use of 
such appliances as self-closing valves

Review of the Indigo Market, 


The following March letter from Cal- 
cultta reviewing the indigo market con- 
ditions there for the season of 1899 to 


1900 has just come to hand in New 
York:—

As against official estimate in Septem- 
ber, 1899, of 85,000, it could hardly have 
been more accurate and this result attests 
the conscientiousness of our brokers, Less 
conscientious were those of our neigh- 
bors, who already in June issued an 
estimate of 125,000 maunds; either they 
had a certain object or they did it for the 
purpose of advertisement in case it should 
happen that the figures were correct; at 
any rate, we cannot judge of this, but 
must say that these premature estimates 
are of no value and we consider it our 
duty to warn our friends as often before 
against artificial products of this kind. 
This year’s crop is among the smallest 
during the last twenty-five years, and rep- 
resents in pounds sterling as well as in 
rupees the smallest value which Calcutta 
has ever exported. It is not strange, 
therefore, that there is no prospect of the 
indigo industry being extended. 

It was frequently pointed out that the 
small Oude crop would be monopolized 
by America at prices which would leave 
the natives an enormous profit, and that 
this would encourage them to resume the 
indigo cultivation, which had shown a 
falling off of 58 per cent. against 1897. The 
result was different and the Oudes 
realized on the average but little over 145 
Rs., and even this price was difficult to 
obtain toward the end of the season. The 
natives realized then that indigo cannot 
be sold above a certain price, and that

greater choice would result in consider- 
able price reduction, which caused the de- 
crease of 58 per cent. 

On the other hand, we are at present 
confronted with a famine which surpasses 
in magnitude all others, especially in 
Central India and Northwest Provinces, 
and the prices of rice and cereals have 
been advanced considerably and the de- 
mand for foodstuffs will be increased for 
a long time. The native will of his own 
accord interest himself in this direction 
and the Government will exert ther en- 
tire influence in order to raise food crops 
to the prejudice of all other crops. 

Benares is in exactly the same position 
as Doab. Behar planters have recently 
had bitter experiences. The entire second 
cut was lost. They were under the belief 
that a small crop would be compensated 
by correspondingly higher prices; 220 to 
330 Rs. were the prices which they ex- 
pected, but they had to be satisfied with 
140 to 220 Rs., after they had tried to 
starve the purchasers for a time. Most 
planters are in bad circumstances and 
in many cases they are unable to raise 
the advances required for new crops. 
There is nothing left but to curtail same 
and to sow only those areas which have 
proved most prolific; on many plantations 
they are experimenting with sugar cane, 
also with textile plants, such as aloe, 
agara, ramie, sisal, sansevera, etc.; they 
are gg, for the retreat—of indigo. 
Under these circumstances an exaggerat- 
ed crop in Behar seems precluded, no 
— how favorably the prospects may 

e. 

Lower Bengal has ceased entirely to be 
a factor in the crop. The factories which 
were closed this year will not be re- 
opened and several others will follow suit. 

he Gondwarrah cultivation is likely to 
be cut in half, perhaps disappear entire- 
ly, as the Rajah of Durbhungah, who has 
leased the land to planters for indigo 
cultivation, desires to displace the Euro- 
peans from his territory, and for new con- 
tracts offers almost unsurmountable ob- 
stacles. 

The quality of the crop was generally 
very satisfactory, especially in view of 
the small yield, which usually means also 
poor quality. 

Behar furnished very good quay: 
especially in Chumparum, where the yield 
was far above the average. In general 
there were fewer fine qualities than 
should have been expected from the boil- 
ing tests, but burnt and coppery quali- 
ties were almost entirely absent. Paste 
and colors were satisfactory in all cases, 

Lower Bengal yielded better qualities 
than in the last few years, and Midna- 
pore, Moorshedabad and Jessore pro- 
duced some lots of the finest quality that 
were ever turned out in these districts. 

Purneah did not have any fine qualities, 
as in the previous; the quality, however, 
was very satisfactory, and the _ low 
grades were not represented at all; we 
note a perceptible improvement in this 
district. Benares did not turn out badly, 
but owing to small assortment showed in 
many cases disturbing mixtures, 

Oudes contained few high grades, but 
on the other hand also few heavy color- 
less sorts and on the average was good 
color and desirable. 


The first auction took place on Nov. 
16, but no sales had been made in ad- 
vance. The first catalogues contained 


only Oudes, which obtained about 35 Rs. 
more than last year. The first offers of 
Bengal and Behar were sold on a similar 
basis. 

There was very soon brisk demand for 
Japan, which caused an advance of 10 
to 15 Rs, for all qualities except the high 
grades, which declined about 10 Rs, in 
the beginning of December. 


Soon thereafter the demand for Japan 
seemed to have been satisfied and all 
qualities, including fine, declined 10 to 15 
Rs. Up to second half of January the 
market remained weak. Japan then again 
appeared as buyer and the market be- 
came firmer, especially for high grades, 
and maintained this feeling to the last.

The above figures show a considerable 
decrease for America, as no such small 
quantity was shipped to that country 
since 1881, The total number of chests 
for Europe does not exceed 14,500 chests. 
January, 1899, the London stocks were 
9,000 chests, to which must be added 4,700 
of the 6,580 shipped to England, making a 
total of about 14,000 chests. 

Of the 4,210 chests which appear this 
year as shipped to England, we know that 
1,600 chests were intended direct for in- 
land consumption and do not figure as 
London stock, so that about 2,700 chests 
are to be added to the 7,300 of the stock 
of Jan, 31, 1900, or a total of 10,000 chests 
against an annual consumption for Eng- 
land alone of about 10,000 chests. 

The shipments from Madras play no 
part at all in the London stock, as almost 
the entire Curpah crop is monopolized by 
Suez and Japan.

Meeting of the New York Section of 
the Society of Chemical Industry. 


The mu.hly meeting of the section 
was held last Friday. The regular in- 
formal dinner at the Hotel St. Andrew 
preceded the _ session. Over thirty 
chemists took part, and a number of 
out-of-town members were noted. The 
meeting at the College of Pharmacy 
was very well attended. Prof. C. F. 
Mabery was on the programme for six 
papers, in which he detailed his in- 
vestigations on petroleum. His papers 
were entitled: “Constituents of Penn- 
sylvania Petroleum Boiling Above 216 
Degrees,” “Composition of Natural and 
Commercial Paraffine,” ‘Constituents 
of California Petroleum, with Some of 
Their Halogen Derivatives,” ‘“‘The Ni- 
trogen Compounds inCalifornian Petro- 
leum,” “The Sulphur Compounds in 
Canadian Petroleum,” “Composition of 
Japanese Petroleum.’’ The subjects 
were presented on the basis of the col- 
lection recently sent to the Paris Expo- 
sition at the invitation of the United 
States Geological Survey. 

Prof. Mabery, who is to-day, prob- 
ably, the greatest specialist in this 
branch of chemistry, demonstrated the 
investigation of the various hydrocar- 
bons contained in petroleum of differ- 
ent origin, described the nitrogen and 
sulphur compounds which were always 
present. 

A lively discussion followed, in which 
took part Prof, Peckham, Dr. Bogert, 
Dr. Sullivan, Dr. Richardson and oth- 
ers. 

Before the reading of Prof. Ma- 
bery’s paper, Mr. Behrend exhibited an 
exceedingly interesting collection of 
acid-proof chemical stoneware in the 
most complicated forms. Finally Mr. 
C. Baskerville’s paper, “Analysis of 
Titaniferous Iron Ore,’”’ was read.

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Simple Method for Valuation of 
Cochineal and Carmine * 





The results of my experiments on the 
ash yields of cochineal were such that, 
having regard to the Pharmacopeia 
giving only an ash limit as the stand- 
ard of quality, I determined to com- 
pare each of the samples with a view 
to finding if there was any relationship 
between the ash content and the color 
value. The potassium permanganate 
process, published by Merrick some 
thirty years ago, I did not find so 
speedy nor so accurate as the follow- 
ing, by means of which a dozen sam- 
Ples can be comparatively valued in 
an hour. Several bleaching agents 
were tried, but chlorinated lime (or 
soda) solution was finally fixed upon 
as a decolorizing agent. Various mme- 
thods of preparing a solution of the 
coloring matter of the insect were also 
tried keeping in view simplicity of 
manipulation, economy of time, and 
an assurance of concordant results. 

The valuation is conducted as fol- 
lows: Weigh 0.5 gramme of finely 
powdered cochineal, place in a 100 cc. 
flask, with 30 cc. of distilled water and 
5 drops of liquor ammonize; heat to 
boiling point; strain through cotton 
wool into 100 cc, flask, and wash with 
sufficient water to produce 100 cc. The 
marc on the wool should now be quite 
colorless. Put 25 cc. of the liquid into 
a 100 cc. stoppered test mixer, add 6 
ec. of strong hydrochloric acid and suf- 
ficient distilled water to produce 100 
cec.; run in 0.6 ce. at a time of solution 
of chlorinated lime (or soda) contain- 
ing 1 per cent. available chlorine till 
the cherry red color changes to dull 
orange, shaking briskly after each ad- 
dition. Continue adding chlorinated 
solution in 0.1 cc. portions as long as 
the color is being bleached. When al- 
most completed note the burette read- 
ing, and, after adding a further 0.1 cc. 
of solution shake the liquid slightly 
and see if the top layer is lighter than 
the lower. If there is no difference the 
reaction is finished; if the lower stra- 
tum is darker continue to add chlori- 
nated solution drop by drop till the re- 
action is quite complete. The descrip- 
tion may seem complicated but in prac- 
tice it can be performed with the ut- 
most ease and the end point is well 
defined and reliable. The titration 
should be performed a second time

more carefully. The number of cc. of 
chlorinated solution used multiplied by 
eight gives the quantity of solution re- 
quired to destroy the coloring matter 
of 1 gramme of cochineal. In examin- 
ing a series of samples it is immaterial 
what strength of chlorinated solution 
is used. ‘The official solution of either 
lime or soda diluted with an equal 
volume of distilled water answers very 
well, and gives the relative values of 
a series of samples, but for strict com- 
parison I suggest a 1 per cent. solu- 
tion as a convenient standard. 

Experiments in connection with the 
previous paper show that about 20 cc. 
of 1 per cent. chlorinated solution are 
required to decolorize 1 gramme of high 
grade cochineal, and counting that as 
100. On comparison of the color value 
with the yield of ash, it is found that 
there is no relation between the two 
factors. 

It may be objected that lime salts 
precipitate the coloring matter of 
cochineal, but while this is so it does 
not, in the slightest degree, affect the 
delicacy of the reaction nor the ac- 
curacy of the results. Mineral acids 
act as precipitants, while 50 per cent. 


principle. As, however, it is not ad- 
visable, even if practicable, to titrate 
in presence of a large bulk of acetic 
acid by this strength, and as any pre- 
cipitate of the coloring matter by the 
hydrochloric acid is so finely divided 
and diffused through the liquid, the 
latter is preferably employed. 
Experiments were made to see wheth- 
er a larger or smaller proportion of acid 
added to the cochineal decoction before 
titration in any way modified the re- 
sults. Too little acid (say just what 
is theoretically necessary to decompose 
the chlorinated solution) does not liber- 
ate the chlorine with sufficient rapid- 
ity, and consequently does not give so 
sharp a reaction as the proportion I 
suggest, while a larger amount is in 
no way objectionable. In preparing the 
cochineal decoction, the trace of am- 
monia is used to insure perfect and 
rapid exhaustion, thus insuring the 
uniformity, which might not be at- 
tained, using water only. The fineness 
of the powder in different samples 
might vary, and the proportion of fatty 
matter is by no means constant. Some 
insects powder much more readily than 
others which contain more fat. One 
cannot judge of the value of a sample 
of cochineal with any degree of ac- 
curacy simply by its appearance, its 
coloring power may be defective either 
through careless collection or storage, 
or by other causes, such as partial ex- 
haustion and re-drying with or with- 
out mineral facing. Moreover, one can- 
not judge quality from the depth of 
color or “‘body” possessed by a decoc- 
tion made with distilled water. Dark 
grain yields an infusion of a brighter

red than does silver grain, the latter 
being brought to the tint of the former 
by a trace of acid. In other words, the 
dark grain is more acid than the silver. 
On moderately, acidulating two such 
samples, it is noticed that the infusion 
made from the dark grain is of greater 
tinctorial power. This is not universal, 
but it goes to show that cochineal can- 
not be judged by the eye from the 
depth of color it imparts to distilled 
water, 

From the foregoing, together with the 
results obtained in the ash estimates, 
I suggest: 1. That the ash limit given 
in the Pharmacopeia is too high, and 
should, if retained in future issues, be 
placed at not more than 4 per cent. 
This is a liberal margin to allow. 2. 
That in view of the wide variation in 
tinctorial power shown by commercial 
cochineal as also the absence of any 
relationship between the ash content 
and the color yield, some test for color 
valuation on the lines indicated above 
should be added to the present official 
tests. 

Time has prevented the examination 
of the whole series of ash residues to 
ascertain the adulterant used. Barium 
sulphate undoubtedly exists largely in 
some of them, also fragments of earth- 
ly impurity, French chalk, ete. I hope 
later on to be able to report if any 
noticeable feature occurs. 

The foregoing process also answers 
admirably for the valuation of commer- 
cial carmines. I append results ob- 
tained in seven samples which I exam- 
ined:—

tent is only of secondary importance 
and unreliable. Note samples 1 and 
7, which have practically the same ash 
yield, and yet sample 1 has more than 
three times the color value of sample 7. 
The color value, therefore, is the only 
reliable basis upon which to form an 
opinion as to the quality of the sample. 
In estimating the color value 1 gramme 
of the sample is treated precisely in the 
Same way as the cochineal, except that 
boiling and filtration are not necessary. 
A high grade carmine is taken as stand- 
ard, and called 100.

If nothing happens henceforward 
to cause further damages we still expect to 
have a fair average yield, but until the crop 
is ready and available for shipment several 
months must elapse, and, taking into consid- 
eration our small existing stocks, which are 
not sufficient to supply the world’s consumption 
until next August, we cannot but foretell that 
the present position will be firmly maintained, 





and possibly prices may go higher should the 
late brisk demand from consumers continue 


much longer. The total sales this month amount 
to 300 cases, proportionately taken by all the 
consuming markets. Now our ‘‘bull party,” 
or interested holders, know very well that man- 
ufacturers do not lay in stocks at present high 
values to keep for future requirements; they 
know that they buy the drug to keep pace with 
the morphia and other opium products demand. 
Under such circumstances we think that, as 
the demand for crude opium continues, prices 
must advance. All along we have been say- 
ing that stocks are small, 70 to 75 per cent. of 
which is in the hands of interested dealers, 
strong holders and speculators, who will not 
sell unless at high profitable prices.

Saturday Evening, April 21, 1900. 


The unsettled condition of the stock 
market the past week has been re- 
flected to some extent In the falling off 
in the demand for heavy chemicals, 
especially for forward delivery. Buyers 
generally having retired from the mar- 
ket for the present. Prices, however, 
have not shown any weakness, except 
now and then second hands have 
shown more disposition to sell spot 
stocks of alkali and bleach, and lower 
prices have been accepted from dock. 
Bicarb and caustic soda have been 
fairly active, and the market closes 
firmer. Nitrate of soda, previous to the 
arrivals, was scarce, and prices ad- 
vanced, but later gave way. Chlorate 
and other potashes are in fair request 
at hardening prices. Arsenic and blue 
vitriol are both firmer and stocks are 
being concentrated. The other light 
chemicals show few changes, as de- 
tailed below. In their letter, Messrs. 
J. P. Brunner & Co., of Liverpool, 
say:— 

For the ordinary lines of heavy chemicals 
the market continues firm, although fresh bus!- 
ness is not active, shipments against con- 
tracts continue on a large scale. The exports 
of alkali and bleach for the month ending 
March 31 last are as follows: Total exports 
to all quarters, including United States, alkali, 
374,788 cwts.; bleaching powder, 148,291 cwts. 
Exports to the United States alone. alkali, 
95,664 cwts.; bleaching powder, 121,839 cwts. 
These shipments are the heaviest of the last 
three months, while, as compared with the 
corresponding month of 1899, the increase is 
very considerable. Soda ash firm, at the usual 
varying quotations, according to destination. 
We quote spot range for tierces about as fol- 
lows: Leblanc ash, 48 per cent., £4 15s.@£5 
per ton: 58 per cent., £5@£5 5s. per ton, net 
cash. Ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s.@£4 
10s. per ton; 58 per cent., £4 10s.@£4 15s. per 
ton, net cash. Bags, 5s. per ton under price 
for tlerces. Soda crystals quietly steady at 
£3 2s. 6d. per ton, less 5 per cent. for barrels, 
or 7s. less for bags, with special terms for a few 
favored markets, Caustic soda strong on account 
of scarcity, and we quote range as follows: 60 
per cent., £9 5s.: 70 per cent., £10 5s.; 74 per 
ceni., £10 15s.; 76 per cent., £11@11 5s. per ton 
net cash. Bicarb. soda is selling to a mod- 
erate extent, at varying prices, according to 
destination, ranging from £5 5s.@£6 15s. per 
ton, less 244 per cent. for the finest quality, in 
one cwt. kegs, with usual allowances for 
larger packages. Sulphate of ammonia _ in- 
active and lower, at about £11 15s.@£11 17s. 64 
per ton, less 21%4 per cent. for good gray 24@25 
per cent., in double bags, f. o. b. here. Nitrate 
of soda rather easier at £8 17s. 64.@£9 2s. 64. 
per ton, less 2% per cent., for double bags, 
f. o. b. here, as to quality. and quantity 
Bleaching powder meeting with only a mod- 
erate demand outside of running contracts, 
and hardwood quoted at £7@£7 5s. per ton, net 
cash. Chlorate of potash dull at 44%d.@4%d. 
per Ib., net cash. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

ALKALI.—Under pressure to sell a 
few small lots of domestic high test 
on the dock by speculators who may 
have been in need of cash, sales were 
made at 85c.; beyond these sales the

market is steady at previous quota- 
tions. For forward delivery the de- 
mand has been rather slack, though 
a fair business has been done for next 
fire at 85@90c. f. 0. b. works. For late 
delivery during this fire sales have been 
made at 90@921t4c. f. 0. b. works. There 
is a good demand for B. M. high test 
and sales have been made from nearby 
arrival at 90@92%4c., and for late deliv- 
ery in 1900 at 85@87téec., as to quantity 
and style of packing. 

BICARB SODA.—Further business 
has been done both for export and for 
home consumption for delivery over the 
year at 1%c. for ordinary and 34@3'c. 
for extra grades, f. 0. b., less the usual 
discount terms. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—While other lines 
of trade show signs of a falling off in 
the demand, it does not apply to this 
article, which has been quite active, 
and sales of several thousand drums of 
domestic high test are reported for 1901, 
delivery and forward at 1.85c. f. 0. b. 
works. For prompt delivery there is 
still a scarcity of stocks in first hands, 
who are selling in a limited way at 
2%.@2\c. f. 0. b. works, as to test, make 
and date of delivery. Second hands are 
selling in a jobbing way from store at 
24%c. Powdered is meeting with the 
usual consuming demand at prices 
ranging from 3144@4c., according to test, 
make and quantity. 

SAL SODA.—More demand is reported 
for prompt and forward delivery of do- 
mestic stocks, which are becoming 
light in makers’ hands, for which they 
are quoting .70@.80c, f. 0. b., less the 
usual discount terms. Concentrated, 
though quiet, is still held firm for “Arm 
and Hammer” at 1.45@1.75c. f. o. b., less 
usual terms. Foreign is in better re- 
quest and sales of several small lots are 
reported for arrival at .67144@.70c., as to 
quantity and date of. arrival. 

MONOHYDRATE CRYSTATS.—The 
opening of the canal has. stimulated 
trading, and considerable stock has heen 
taken up for prompt delivery at 1.45@ 
1,75¢e., and for “Snowflake” at 1\c. f. o. 
b., less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket is easier under free arrivals and a 
disposition on the part of second hands 
to sell from dock. The demand being 
slack low prices have been accepted for 
Continental makes at 1.45@1.50c., as to 
test and seller. Livernool makes are 
also quiet with sales at 174@2c., as to 
test, make and seller. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—The usual jobbing de- 
mand prevails both for prompt and 
forward delivery at 1%4c. and upward, 
as to quantity and delivery point, all 
of which tends to keep stocks low in 
nakers’ hands. 

MURIATIC.—Makers are all busy 
trying to fill promptly contract deliv- 
eries with their regular trade, who in 
many instances have increased their 
orders. Stocks are still light and held

All round business in dyestuffs during 
the past week was quiet and for the 
most part without much feature, a 
break in gambier about the middle of 
the week affording the only serious ex- 
citement. Consumers in most lines are 
well supplied, or, expecting arrivals al- 
ready contracted for, are buying cau- 
tiously for immediate needs. Sellers on 
the other hand are generally firm in 
their views and, with the exception 
noted, no concessions of importance 
have been made in prices current.

ALBUMEN.—Demand for both egg

COCHINEAL.—The market 
quiet but steady at prevailing prices, 
silver at from 22@23c., black at 21@ 
24c. and gray black at from 28@30c. 
CUTCH. — Demand, while quiet, 
showed some signs of improvement, 
and prices ruled higher, especially for 
the better grades. There is no great 
quantity of the cheaper kind to offer, 
and, on the whole, the market con- 
tinues firm at from 6@6%c., according 
to quality, at which figures sales have 
been made. London advices report a 
quiet market there, with no business 
apart from the auctions, at the latest 
of which we have report that 550 boxes 
passed the hammer unsold.

GAMBIER.—The weakness of gam- 
bier, due to the heavy arrival and the 
quantity largely contracted for and still 
afloat, was made apparent during the 
week, and the anxiety of some import- 
ers to part with their holdings brought 
about a sharp decline. On the whole, 
however, comparatively little business 
was done, for many holders are disin- 
clined to meet market quotations. One 
lot sold down to 3c. on Wednesday, but 
was regarded as exceptional, and bids 
at the same figure were not accepted. 
One hundred tons on spot brought from 
84c,. to 3%4c. early in the week, but at 
the close there were no buyers at over 
There are orders in the market 
from consumers for about 500 tons at 
this figure, but holders remained firm at 
3%c. for spot goods. Demand for ship- 
ment and goods to arrive has been 
very light, although it was reported 
that about 100 tons April-May ship- 
ment have been sold at 34c.

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—An 
improvement was noticed in the move- 
ment of hypo. of soda during the week.

There 
was, however, no disposition to advance 
prices, which continued firm, but un- 
changed. German for casks on spot 
at $2.10 to $2.20, and kegs in same posi- 
tion at from $2.20 to $2.50. Supplies are 
none too heavy, which tends to make 
this market firmer, though no material 
change may be expected.

— Conditions here have 
shown little disposition to vary and the 
situation does not appear to have been 
affected by either Calcutta or London 
reports. Demand is quiet and quota- 
tions unaltered. Bengal low grade, 72% 
medium, 821%@90c., and high, 
95c@$1.25; Guatemalas, 40@95c.; Manila, 
35@bie., and Madras, 35@50c. The 
quarterly sales began and finished on 
April 9. Of the 3,800 chests offered 3,038 
were withdrawn and bought in and 
i762 sold. The figures prove that de- 
mand was not very great. On the other 
hand sellers supported the market to 
such an extent that more than once 
holders preferred withdrawing their 
goods to accepting 44d. below their lim- 
its. Selling prices, as reported last 
week, were from par to 2d. advance. 
Synthetic indigo has been so well con- 
tracted for that deliveries extend over 
1901, and tthe market is firm at about 
38ce 

LOGWOOD.—The situation remains 
unaltered. Demand continues good, 
with but little to offer and arrivals all 
sold wp. Naturally the market is quite 
firm, and the tendency, if anything, is 
upward, but as yet prices remain 
steady and unchanged at $18@23 for 
stick and $16@18 for roots. 

MYRABOLANS.—As yet buyers show 
little inclination to come into the mar- 
ket, and, generally speaking, seem well 
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supplied for current needs. The small 
business going through is mostly for 
immediate consumption.
